REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 


A year  ago  at  your  Annual  Meeting  I had  the  great 
pleasure  of  meeting  you,  but  I did  not  take  over  my  duties 
until  the  first  of  August,  so  that  this  report,  while  cover- 
ing your  fiscal  year,  covers  nine  months  of  my  own  work. 
In  that  time  I have  found  great  interest  and  pleasure  in 
becoming  somewhat  familiar  with  the  Institute’s  mani- 
fold activities.  Nowhere,  so  far  as  I know,  is  there  as 
complete  a collection  of  the  various  attributes  of  life  in 
New  England  in  Colonial  times  and  the  early  life  of  the 
United  States  after  the  Revolution.  How  our  ancestors 
lived  is  in  their  houses,  their  clothes,  utensils  and  tools; 
what  they  thought  is  in  their  letters  and  books;  and  how 
they  prospered  is  in  their  business  papers.  All  these  are 
here  and  the  collections  are  so  rich  that  only  part  can  be 
shown,  and  forgotten  articles  are  still  coming  to  light. 
The  great  object  is  to  coordinate  this  collection  so  that  it 
may  go  on  as  a continuous  project,  always  remembering 
that  in  a few  years  today  is  going  to  be  yesterday.  How 
this  may  be  done,  I think  must  be  left  to  some  future 
time.  In  the  meantime,  I would  like  to  give  you  a report 
of  progress. 

Our  membership  this  year  is  as  follows;  active  551, 
contributing  80,  sustaining  106,  life  97,  and  correspond- 
ing 1;  total  membership,  835.  This  is  a reduction  of 
29  from  last  year  which,  considering  the  times,  I believe 
is  a very  good  record — in  addition,  4 members  have  been 
elected  who  have  not  yet  qualified,  so  that  with  the  nine 
w'ho  have  just  been  elected  tonight,  the  loss  is  nearly 
made  up.  I hope  all  who  hear  or  read  this  report  will 
constitute  themselves  a membership  committee.  You 
have  already  seen  in  the  call  for  this  meeting  the  experi- 
ment which  the  Directors  are  trying — that  of  sending  the 
Historical  Collections  to  all  members.  This  is  a very 
real  argument  to  become  an  active  member  at  $3.00  a 
year,  and  an  increase  in  membership  will  help  to  make  the 
experiment  a success. 
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There  will  be  some  change  in  the  makeup  of  the  Col- 
lections. Formerly  each  number  had  several  monographs 
and  also  some  pages  from  a town  record  or  other  con- 
tinued project  which  was  not  complete  in  itself.  This 
necessitated  looking  through  several  volumes  to  find  one 
small  fact.  Through  the  generosity  of  one  of  our  mem- 
bers we  have  commenced  to  copy  the  town  records  of 
Marblehead  and  instead  of  putting  a little  in  a number 
of  issues,  in  October  there  will  appear  a double  number 
(there  will  be  no  July  issue)  containing  the  Marblehead 
records  from  their  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  17th  cen- 
tury. Later  numbers  will  contain  other  matter  of  a dif- 
ferent type.  We  do  not  expect  to  print  any  extra  num- 
bers of  the  Collections — so  in  order  to  get  these  records 
it  will  be  necessary  to  join  the  Society. 

You  will  also  notice  that  we  ht^ve  a page  of  advertising 
and  a department  of  book  reviews. 

The  attendance  in  the  Museum  for  the  year  has  been 
13,823,  as  against  17,378  last  year.  This  decrease,  too, 
was  to  be  expected  on  account  of  the  difficult  times. 

Judge  White’s  idea  of  holding  the  Lectures  in  various 
wards  of  the  city  w'as  a great  success.  You  will  hear  of 
it  from  him. 

For  years  the  Institute  has  been  very  active  in  pub- 
lishing the  Vital  Records  of  Massachusetts  towns.  As 
all  the  Essex  County  vital  records  had  been  published 
and  the  expense  of  copying  those  of  other  towns  was,  to 
say  the  least,  not  profitable,  that  activity  has  been  aban- 
doned. We  still  have  the  records  of  several  towms  ready 
to  publish,  if  the  State  appropriates  any  funds  therefor. 
Until  it  does,  some  of  our  funds  are  tied  up. 

The  House  Committee,  under  the  efiicient  chairman, 
has  continued  to  give  the  best  of  care  to  the  property. 
The  Main  Hall  and  some  other  rooms  were  repainted  and 
a new  skylight  put  up  over  the  Museum  hall.  Some  of 
you  may  remember  the  old  cellar,  dark  and  dirty  and 
crowded  to  the  extent  that  things  were  lost — part  of  it 
has  been  cleaned,  painted  and  rearranged,  making  a very 
serviceable  newspaper  room,  and  by  next  year  I hope  the 
rest  of  the  cellar  and  the  attic  can  be  open  for  inspection 
without  fear  of  severe  criticism. 
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We  have  been  notified  of  two  legacies  this  year:  $5,000 
from  Mrs.  William  C.  West,  who  died  August  15,  1932, 
and  $10,000  from  David  Pingree,  who  died  October  2, 
1932.  In  addition  Mrs.  West  left  us  her  clocks,  candel- 
abra, glass-ware,  and  some  silver  plate  and  pictures. 

We  have  from  time  to  time  received  other  gifts  which 
are  duly  acknowledged  elsewhere.  Mr.  William  Crown- 
inshield  Endicott  gave  us  an  interesting  marble  tablet — 
commemorating  the  services  of  Governor  Simon  Brad- 
street.  This  is  now  on  the  wall  of  the  entrance  hall. 
He  was  also  instrumental  in  securing  for  us  through  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  63  pieces  of  furniture  from  the 
collection  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Hitchcock  Tyler.  These 
are  on  deposit  permanently  and  consist  of  highboys,  beds, 
chairs,  mirrors  and  a large  collection  of  toy  furniture,  all 
of  which  will  be  of  much  use.  Mr.  Endicott  also  gave 
us  two  copies  of  the  beautiful  medal  he  had  struck  to 
commemorate  Governor  Endecott’s  tercentenary. 

!Mr.  Langdon  Warner  deposited  a handsome  satin  gown 
worn  by  Mrs.  Roger  Sherman,  the  wife  of  the  signer,  who 
was  Rebecca  Prescott  of  Danvers,  ^liss  Eleanor  Stevens 
of  Milton  gave  us  a coat  similar  to  the  one  worn  by  Sir 
William  Pepperrell  in  the  picture  hanging  in  the  Mu- 
seum. To  Mr.  Stephen  Willard  Phillips  we  are  indebted 
for  money  to  buy  about  300  Whittier  letters,  which  makes 
our  collection  of  this  author  the  best  in  the  country.  Mrs. 
William  B.  Dodge,  of  Oberlin,  Ohio,  sent  us  Gail  Hamil- 
ton’s watch,  and  Mr.  Chauncey  B.  Stillman  of  Hew 
York  sent  us  a Stiegel  wine  glass  from  the  Whitwell  sale, 
which  belonged  to  Humphrey  Devereux. 

General  Francis  Henry  Appleton,  your  President  from 
1904-1916,  gave  us  his  portrait  painted  by  Miss  Mary 
Brewster  Hazelton.  It  is  a fine  portrait  and  now  hangs 
in  the  Secretary’s  room.  When  Mr.  Endicott  adds  his, 
our  collection  of  portraits  of  former  Presidents  will  be 
complete. 

We  had  two  exhibitions  this  year  and  at  the  outset  I 
wdsh  to  state  our  indebtedness  to  the  Misses  Rantoul  for 
their  enthusiasm  and  ability  in  arranging  them.  The  first 
was  of  costumes,  largely  from  our  store  not  generally 
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shown,  and  attracted  much  attention.  The  second  was 
of  dolls  and  toys,  to  which  the  children  came  in  large 
numbers.  This  summer  there  will  be  an  exhibition  of 
Rogers  groups,  about  which  several  articles  have  appeared 
lately  and  of  which  the  Institute  has  the  largest  known 
collection,  numbering  62. 

The  Institute  has  a large  collection  of  coins — particu- 
larly strong  in  United  States  coinage  and  that  of  the  Far 
East.  The  former  was  given  by  the  late  Francis  H.  Lee 
and  is  very  full  in  early  United  States  pieces.  The 
latter  was  given  by  the  late  Mr.  John  Robinson  and  with 
it  came  a very  valuable  numismatic  library.  Unfortu- 
nately this  has  never  been  kept  up  since  Mr.  Robinson’s 
death  and  some  of  the  publications  are  sadly  in  arrears. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  time  this  collection  may  be 
endowed,  as  it  is  too  valuable  and  useful  to  be  neglected. 
This  collection  has  been  moved  from  the  fireproof  wing 
to  the  museum  and  Mr.  Willis  H.  Ropes  has  given  valu- 
able assistance  in  putting  it  in  order. 

The  details  of  the  Library  and  manuscripts  you  will 
hear  about  from  Miss  Tapley.  May  I say  that  your 
Secretary  would  be  quite  at  a loss  without  her  valuable 
and  cheerful  assistance  and  ability.  It  is  impossible  to 
estimate  the  value  of  the  manuscripts.  In  most  libraries 
these  are  catalogued  by  name  which  to  the  modern  research 
student  is  a name  and  not  much  more.  We  are  working 
on  a catalogue  which  will  indicate  what  is  in  each  collec- 
tion, where  the  owner  traded  and  in  what  commodities. 
I know  of  no  such  catalogue  of  manuscripts  except  one 
made  of  those  belonging  to  the  Harvard  School  of  Busi- 
ness Administration.  It  will  be  of  very  great  assistance 
to  anyone  who  wishes  to  use  our  collection. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  owners  of  the  house  of 
the  late  David  Pingree  the  Institute  has  come  into  pos- 
session of  it.  It  was  built  in  1804  and  designed  by 
Samuel  Mclntire.  You  can  all  see  it  tomorrow  after- 
noon. Mr.  Stephen  Willard  Phillips  has  very  generously 
painted  and  papered  the  hall,  two  parlors  and  dining 
room  on  the  gi-ound  floor  and  renovated  the  front  bed- 
room. Mr.  Richard  Wheatland  also  gave  us  all  the  car- 
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pets.  Into  these  rooms  has  been  put  furniture  from  the 
collection  suitable  for  such  a house.  There  will  be  no 
attempt  to  make  period  rooms  such  as  one  sees  in  museums, 
but  rather  a house  such  as  the  former  owners  would  have 
lived  in  from  1804-1820.  It  will  take  time  and  more 
money  than  the  Institute  has  at  present  to  complete  the 
place — ^but  perhaps  that  is  just  as  well.  In  time  the 
proper  fireplaces  and  balustrades  will  be  installed  and 
people  can  see  the  surroundings  of  a successful  Salem 
merchant  when  her  commerce  was  on  the  seven  seas. 
Since  writing  the  above,  Mrs.  William  Crowninshield 
Endicott  has  enabled  us  to  replace  one  fireplace. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness 
to  all  the  members  of  the  staif  who  have  shown  enthusiasm 
and  willingness  to  collaborate  in  the  development  of  the 
Institute.

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The  past  jear  has  been  a season  of  setting  our  Library 
house  in  order,  and,  without  going  into  wearisome  detail, 
we  may  promise  that  when  the  work  is  completed,  a better 
arrangement  of  books  in  the  various  departments  will 
result.  At  present  the  Library  is  spread  over  two  build- 
ings, which,  economically,  is  a waste  of  time  and  an 
inconvenience  for  the  Library  staff.  It  should  be  better 
coordinated  for  the  more  advantageous  carrying  on  of 
the  work  of  the  Institute,  and  we  expect  in  the  months 
to  come  something  to  that  end  may  be  accomplished. 

Several  rare  and  valuable  manuscripts  and  books  have 
been  acquired  this  year.  We  have  been  fortunate  enough 
to  have  secured  a broadside,  which  is  believed  to  be 
unique — the  Price  Act  for  Beverly,  printed  in  1779  by 
Ezekiel  Russell,  in  Danvers.  Such  items,  of  course,  are 
expensive,  but  if  we  are  to  build  up  a Library  with  worth- 
while Essex  County  rarities,  we  must  buy  when  oppor- 
tunity offers.  Another  item  which  has  come  into  our 
possession  by  purchase  is  the  original  diary  of  Lt.  John 
Preston,  1744-1760.  This  diary  has  been  owned  in  one 
branch  of  the  Preston  family  until  the  present  year. 

Some  gifts  received  have  been  Civil  War  letters  from 
Misses  Clara  and  Amy  Curtis;  manuscripts  from  the 
estate  of  Hon.  Robert  S.  Rantoul;  records  and  manu- 
scripts of  the  Hawthorne  Association,  the  Civic  League 
and  the  Salem  Club  from  Mr.  J.  Foster  Smith;  letters 
written  by  Daniel  Putnam,  son  of  Gen.  Israel  Putnam, 
to  Hon.  Samuel  Putnam,  1817-1818,  presented  by  Miss 
Katharine  Peabody  Loring;  and  an  original  deed  of  the 
Chickering  or  Nurse  farm  in  Danvers,  dated  1653,  signed 
by  John  Endecott,  Governor,  conveying  the  farm  to  John 
Endecott,  his  son.  Several  original  witchcraft  records 
have  been  added  by  gift.  In  this  connection  we  are 
reminded  of  certain  spurious  so-called  death  warrants  of 
accused  persons  during  the  witchcraft  delusion,  which 
have  been  circulated  throughout  the  Middle  West  during 
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the  past  year,  more  than  a dozen  of  which  have  been  sent 
to  our  Library  for  information  as  to  their  genuineness. 
That  they  were  forgeries  was  very  apparent.  It  is  to 
be  regretted  that  so  many  persons  have  been  imposed  upon 
and  have  exchanged  cash  for  such  worthless  papers. 

Log  books  have  come  to  us  as  usual,  thereby  adding  to 
our  large  and  unique  collection.  We  also  have  become  the 
depository  of  the  Gloucester  Custom  House  Records,  so 
that  at  the  present  time  we  have  under  our  roof  the 
records  of  all  the  Essex  County  ports — Salem,  Beverly, 
oMarblehead,  Newburyport  and  Gloucester.  We  are  still 
receiving  from  England  copies  of  the  entrance  and  clear- 
ance of  shipping  of  Massachusetts  ports,  giving  names 
of  vessels,  where  built,  owners,  masters  and  cargoes.  These 
comprise  all  that  have  been  found  in  the  Public  Record 
Office  in  London  between  1686  and  1763,  and  are  invalu- 
able for  a study  of  that  period. 

We  have  acquired  from  Beverly  by  purchase  the  Lovett 
shipping  papers,  which  cover  the  late  eighteenth  and  the 
early  nineteenth  centuries.  These,  together  with  the  let- 
ters and  papers  of  Governor  Nathaniel  P.  Banks,  Civil 
War  General,  and  those  of  Loammi  Baldwin,  engineer 
and  pomologist  of  Woburn,  which  have  been  secured 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Corning,  constitute  a valuable 
addition  to  our  manuscript  department.  We  have  been 
doing  considerable  work  on  manuscripts,  our  assistants 
having  been  engaged  in  arranging  important  business  and 
family  papers  and  filing  them  in  dust-proof  boxes,  which 
will  make  them  more  easily  available. 

The  work  of  compiling  a list  of  all  the  account  books 
and  manuscripts  in  the  possession  of  the  Institute  has 
been  started,  and  when  completed  will  be  published  for 
the  use  of  scholars  and  research  workers.  The  account 
books  have  been  properly  labelled,  bringing  out  the  vari- 
ous trades,  professions  and  businesses.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  we  have  one  of  the  most  important  collections  in 
New  England.  While  it  is  by  no  means  the  largest,  there 
is  probably  no  library  that  contains  so  many  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  century  volumes  of  such  material.  Espe- 
cially is  this  true  of  early  shipping  papers. 
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We  have  made  much  progress  in  arranging  our  news- 
papers in  proper  order.  The  sections  in  the  basement 
devoted  to  this  department  have  been  thoroughly  reno- 
vated, and  any  one  who  remembers  the  dark  and  dusty 
corridors  would  hardly  recognize  the  place  today,  with 
its  fresh  white  paint,  to  say  nothing  of  the  curtains  of 
Pequot  sheeting  which  conceal  the  shelves  from  ceiling 
to  floor.  The  Essex  County  newspaper  room  also  has  a 
whitened  ceiling  and  a new  concrete  floor,  transforming  it 
completely.  A tremendous  accumulation  of  newspapers 
in  the  attic  of  the  Museum  building  has  been  sorted  and 
the  duplicates  separated,  and  we  have  taken  advantage 
of  reduced  cost  of  binding  to  have  many  newspapers  re- 
bound. 

Further  additions  to  our  Whittier  collection  of  auto- 
graph letters  have  been  made  by  gift  and  purchase.  One 
letter,  written  to  Miss  Lydia  L.  Dodge  of  Salem  in  1830, 
is  an  unusual  example  of  Whittier  in  a facetious  mood. 
We  have  received  during  the  past  year  about  two  hun- 
dred original  Whittier  letters,  a large  proportion  having 
been  written  to  Mrs.  Abby  J.  Woodman,  and  about  150 
written  to  Whittier  by  Sarah  Orne  Jewett,  Paul  Hayne, 
William  Claflin,  Lucy  Larcom,  Gail  Hamilton,  Edna 
Dean  Proctor  and  others.  The  practice  of  gathering  at 
the  Essex  Institute  so  many  letters  and  manuscripts  re- 
lating to  the  Quaker  poet  has  been  commended  by  schol- 
ars, and  as  a result  this  institution  takes  first  place 
among  the  libraries  of  the  country  in  material  available 
for  the  study  of  Whittier’s  life.  We  are  indebted  still 
further  to  Mr.  Stephen  Willard  Phillips  for  making  pos- 
sible this  acquisition.  Another  purchase  was  made  early 
in  the  year  of  more  than  200  photostats  of  original  Whit- 
tier letters  from  various  libraries  in  the  United  States, 
which  had  been  collected  by  a Philadelphia  scholar  in 
connection  with  work  on  a recently  published  book.  Con- 
tributions to  this  fund  have  been  received  from  Miss 
Brooks,  Mr.  Boland  Woodwell,  Judge  White  and  Mr. 
Endicott.  Other  Essex  County  authors  have  received 
some  attention,  and  we  have  been  able  to  buy  at  very 
reasonable  prices  letters  of  Gail  Hamilton,  Lucy  Larcom 
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and  Harriet  Prescott  Spofford,  which  already  have  been 
used  by  students  who  have  come  to  the  Institute  from  far- 
away communities. 

During  many  years  this  Library  has  built  up  collec- 
tions on  special  subjects,  aside  from  history  and  gene- 
alogy. First  is  our  well-known  China  Library;  a marine 
library  of  course  falls  in  naturally  with  our  great  ship- 
ping interest;  a collection  of  early  juveniles  ranks  well 
among  collections  of  that  sort;  a music  library  of  no 
mean  importance  and  proportions  has  been  accumulating 
through  the  years;  and  books  on  early  cookery  contain 
many  rare  volumes  relating  to  the  culinary  art.  We  are 
greatly  in  need  of  funds  to  enrich  these  collections  by 
the  purchase  of  additional  books.

The  staff  also 
deserves  hearty  commendation  for  a year  of  energetic 
accomplishment.

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The  Essex  Institute,  in  common  with  other  institutions 
and  individuals  depending  chiefly  on  income  from  invest- 
ments, has  had  a difficult  task  to  keep  expenses  within 
its  income  during  the  past  year.  Dividends  and  interest 
from  savings  banks  have  decreased  over  $2,500.00  from 
income  received  from  these  sources  during  the  previous 
year.  However,  all  our  bond  coupons  were  paid.  Through 
the  close  cooperation  of  the  staff  of  the  Institute  with 
the  Board  of  Directors  expenses  were  held  as  low  as 
possible.  I am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  un- 
restricted income  exceeded  our  expenses  by  $3.23.  The 
generosity  of  certain  of  our  Directors  in  contributing 
$1,183.95  to  a special  salary  fund  helped  very  much  in 
achieving  this  result.  The  fact  that  our  annual  dues 
from  members  was  $68.00  more  this  year  than  last  year 
in  spite  of  the  difficult  times  is  also  very  gratifying.  Our 
unrestricted  income  from  investments  was  $15,793.27,  and 
our  total  unrestricted  income  was  $21,942.19.  Expenses 
were  $21,938.96. 

We  have  received  an  additional  bequest,  account  of 
Elizabeth  Wheatland,  of  $3,716.28. 

The  books  and  accounts  have  been  thoroughly  audited 
by  Harris  Knight,  Certified  Public  Accountant,  and  the 
financial  report  in  detail  will  follow.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  our  late  beloved  President, 
Alden  Perlej  White,  presided,  and  was  also  present  on 
the  following  day  at  the  opening  of  the  David  Pingree 
House.  Little  did  we  think  at  that  time  his  end  was  so 
near.  His  personality  was  a marked  one.  His  intellec- 
tual attainments  and  his  love  of  art,  of  music,  and  of 
literature  was  great;  his  sense  of  justice,  his  love  of 
his  fellowmen  and  his  keen  sense  of  humor  never  failed. 
In  fact  he  had  all  those  qualities  which  endeared  him  to 
everyone  who  knew  and  admired  him.  I am  afraid 
that  he  wore  himself  out  with  the  affairs  of  life,  for  he 
never  spared  himself,  either  in  his  professional  career 
or  in  the  daily  calls  made  upon  him.  As  President  of 
the  Essex  Institute  he  did  his  work  preeminently  well, 
and  under  his  regime  the  Institute  prospered.  I am 
glad  that  we  possess  a fine  bronze  bust,  made  in  1923  by 
Mrs.  Nathaniel  Horton  Batchelder,  nee  Evelyn  Beatrice 
Longman,  which  will  perpetuate  his  strong  intellectual 
face  which  impressed  his  own  generation  and  will  im- 
press those  to  come.  In  July,  1933,  on  a lovely  summer 
day,  his  remains  were  laid  at  rest.  His  funeral  took 
place  in  the  Tabernacle  Church  in  Salem — filled  to  the 
doors  with  relatives  and  friends  anxious  to  pay  final 
tribute  to  his  memory.  It  was  one  of  those  extraordinary 
occasions  where  one  had  little  sense  of  death  and  where 
the  general  feeling  was  that  Death  had  been  swallowed 
up  in  Victory.  His  personality  seemed  to  pervade  that 
Church. 

Some  twelve  hundred  dollars  has  been  raised  by  friends 
of  Judge  White  as  a gift  to  the  Essex  Institute,  to  create 
a Memorial  Fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in 
the  purchase  of  books  for  our  library.  I trust  that  mem- 
bers may  feel  like  adding  to  this  Fund  from  time  to  time, 
as  I think  wdth  his  interest  in  the  Institute  no  Memorial 
could  be  more  fitting  and  more  agreeable  to  him. 

No  event  of  great  interest  has  happened  during  the 
past  year.  Each  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Institute 
does  his  best  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  work.  Our 
Secretary,  Howard  Corning,  has  shown  his  continued  in- 
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terest  and  ability  in  administering  the  varied  affairs  of 
the  Institute.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  him 
with  us. 

Our  membership  is  far  below  what  it  should  be.  I 
again  urge  everyone  present  to  propose  the  names  of  ] 
possible  new  members:  either  life  members  who  pay  $75,  i 
and  no  further  dues;  sustaining  members  who  pay  $10  j 
a year;  contributing  members  who  pay  $5  a year;  active  j 
members  who  pay  $3  a year ; and  corresponding  members,  ' 
who  pay  nothing  but  add  to  the  distinction  of  our  mem-  j 
bership.  The  following  table  shows  that  our  membership  ' 
from  death  and  resignations  has  been  reduced  by  80 :

During  the  year  12  members  have  died  and  22  mem- 
bers have  withdrawn,  and  36  have  been  dropped  for  non- 
payment of  dues.  Transfers  have  been  made,  2 from 
Sustaining  to  Contributing,  and  3 from  Sustaining  to 
Active.  37  members  have  been  added  this  year  and  20 
last  year.  It  was  in  1930  that  we  had  our  largest  mem- 
bership, 970  in  all.  In  the  County  of  Essex,  scattered 
through  the  various  cities  and  towns  we  ought  to  have 
several  thousand  people  who  would  be  willing  to  pay  $3 
a year  for  the  privilege  of  belonging  to  the  Institute, 
which  serves  the  whole  county,  and  is  known  not  only 
here  but  in  foreign  lands. 

The  David  Pingree  House  was  a wonderful  gift  and 
our  gratitude  to  the  donors  is  very  deep  and  very  lasting. 
It  was  one  of  those  gifts  which  you  hear  about  but  which 
when  made  seems  almost  too  good  to  be  true.  As  you 
know,  the  house  was  built  in  1804  by  John  Gardner,  who 
married  Sarah  West,  daughter  of  William  West  and 
Sarah  Bickford,  his  wife.  In  1811  he  sold  the  house  to 
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N^athaniel  West;  in  1814  Nathaniel  West  sold  the  house 
to  Joseph  White,  and  in  18-34  the  Estate  of  Joseph  White 
sold  the  house  to  David  Pingree,  Senior.  David  Pingree, 
Junior,  who  was  for  a long  time  one  of  our  honored  Coun- 
cillors, was  born  and  died  in  this  house.  In  the  middle 
of  the  last  century  individuals  as  well  as  architects  were 
anxious  to  improve  old  houses  by  modernizing  them.  The 
Pingree  house  was  no  exception  to  the  rule.  Some  of  the 
handsome  old  carved  wooden  mantelpieces  were  taken  out 
and  replaced  by  marble  ones.  The  railing  and  balustrade 
on  the  staircase,  which  had  been  designed  by  Mclntire, 
were  pulled  out  and  were  replaced  by  a handsome  ma- 
hogany railing  and  balustrade  with  a very  elaborate  newel 
post.  Fortunately  the  wooden  mantelpieces  were  stored 
in  the  garret,  and  pieces  of  the  staircase  railing  and  balus- 
trade were  kept,  so  that  the  mantelpieces  can  be  replaced 
and  the  railing  and  balustrade  in  the  hall  can  be  copied. 
Otherwise  the  house  was  not  much  mutilated.  Now  the 
Council  of  the  Institute  are  restoring  the  house  as  far 
as  they  can,  but  until  that  is  properly  done  the  house  has 
been  closed,  for  the  reason  that  when  the  work  is  finished 
people  will  appreciate  the  great  beauty  of  the  house  much 
more  than  if  they  had  seen  it  either  before  or  after  resto- 
ration. No  museum  in  the  country  has  a finer  specimen 
of  a Mclntire  house.  When  it  is  finished  in  the  proper 
manner,  with  mirrors,  pictures,  furniture,  glass,  china 
and  silver. — many  beautiful  specimens  of  which  belong 
to  our  Museum, — I am  sure  that  the  David  Pingree  House 
will  add  much  distinction  and  fame  to  our  Museum,  as 
well  as  added  interest  to  those  who  visit  Salem. 

The  finances  of  the  Institute  have  been  well  managed 
by  an  able  Treasurer  and  an  able  Finance  Committee, 
who  have  given  much  thought  and  time  in  considering  the 
various  problems  one  has  to  face,  particularly  in  these 
trying  days.  In  examining  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer 
you  will  notice  that  the  deficit  is  $2,080.46  for  the  fiscal 
year;  that  the  income  from  our  investments  is  about  the 
same  as  the  preceding  year,  due  somewhat  to  the  invest- 
ment of  new  principal,  and  that  the  General  Expenses 
were  somewhat  greater  than  was  expected,  but  this  condi- 
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tion  will  always  be  with  us,  as  it  is  difficult  if  not  impos- 
sible to  estimate  what  may  or  will  happen. 

Many  years  ago,  when  I had  the  honor  of  being  your 
President,  the  question  of  preserving  and  restoring  the 
old  Market  House  or  Town  House  was  being  considered. 
At  that  time  I urged  all  members  of  the  Institute  to  take 
an  interest  in  the  question  and  do  all  in  their  power  to 
save  the  building.  I hope  we  as  a body  had  some  influ- 
ence in  the  recent  restoration.  I shall  ask  you  to  pass 
a vote  expressing  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and 
other  members  of  the  City  government  sincere  congratu- 
lations upon  the  restoration  of  the  building,  which  has 
been  done  in  a perfect  manner  by  the  well-known  archi- 
tect, Philip  Horton  Smith.  The  restored  Town  House 
is  a great  addition  to  our  historical  buildings.  My  friend, 
Stephen  Willard  Phillips,  at  a recent  meeting  of  the 
Council  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  newly-restored 
building  had  l)een  referred  te  by  the  press  and  some  indi- 
viduals as  the  City  Hall  Annex.  Do  not  ever  call  it  that 
— call  it  what  it  really  was  named  originally,  the  old 
^larket  House,  or  the  Town  House;  though  as  the  build- 
ing has  been  now  restored  the  latter  name  would  seem  to 
l)e  more  appropriate  than  the  former. 

The  City  can  do  another  very  important  restoration. 
Save  Derby  Wharf  as  a park.  Some  years  ago  money 
was  raised  to  purchase  the  wharf,  with  the  intention  of 
deeding  the  wharf  then  to  the  City,  but  the  City  did  not 
consider  it  possible  at  that  time  to  accept  the  gift  and 
the  money  subscribed  was  returned  to  the  donors.  The 
wharf  should  be  restored  as  it  was  in  the  days  when  the 
Derby  ships  sailed  the  seas,  thus  creating  a typical  ex- 
ample of  how  wharv'es  were  built  when  Salem  was  a great 
commercial  center.  Use  your  good  influence  to  bring 
this  about.  Hecreation  grounds  could  be  furnished  near 
Derby  Street,  and  a public  Landing  Stage,  which  is  much 
needed,  could  be  built  at  or  near  the  end  of  the  wharf. 
As  I said  in  one  of  my  annual  addresses:  ‘‘Modern  needs 
are  pressing,  but  when  a town  has  a history  of  nearly 
three  hundred  years  no  drastic  changes  should  be  made 
to  mar  its  ancient  buildings  unless  in  extreme  cases.” 
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Last  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Pingree  House 
was  to  be  shown  for  the  first  time  the  following  day,  the 
attendance  at  the  annual  meeting  was  small.  Perhaps 
I have  relied  too  much  on  this  fact,  but  it  seemed  to  me 
a good  idea,  if  possible,  to  hold  our  annual  meeting  in  our 
own  building,  despite  the  friendly  offices  of  the  Peabody 
Museum.  I hope  you  are  not  too  crowded. 

This  room  in  which  you  have  gathered  has  been  cleared 
of  most  of  its  material  and  is  now  available  for  meetings 
or  exhibitions.  One  of  our  exhibitions  of  last  year  was 
our  collection  of  Rogers  groups  and  this  lasted  through 
the  sumuier.  It  certainly  was  a satisfactory  exhibition, 
because  numberless  people  came  to  see  it  and  people  who 
had  heard  of  it  and  not  seen  it  wrote  us  from  all  over 
the  country.  A good  many  of  these  were  offers  to  sell, 
but  as  we  then  had  the  largest  collection  of  these  groups 
in  the  country,  it  was  rather  difficult  to  find  one  we 
wanted.  We  have,  however,  added  two  groups,  one  of 
which  is  unique,  being  a model  for  a proposed  statue  of 
General  Stark,  to  be  erected  by  the  State  of  ISTew  Hamp- 
shire in  Statuary  Hall  in  Washington.  It  was  never* 
accepted,  was  given  by  Mr.  Rogers  to  one  of  General 
Stark’s  descendants,  and  you  may  see  it  in  the  front  win- 
dow of  the  hall  in  which  this  meeting  is  being  held.  It 
is  a very  spirited  and  satisfactory  piece. 

The  only  other  exhibition  this  year  was  an  Exhibition 
of  Stencils  and  their  application  in  decoration.  We  are 
greatly  indebted  to  Miss  Janet  Waring,  of  Yonkers,  H.  Y., 
and  Monterey,  Mass.,  for  lending  us  her  collection.  Miss 
Waring  is  an  expert  and  an  authority  in  these  matters, 
having  studied  under  some  of  the  old  craftsmen.  Curi- 
ously enough,  the  stencils  which  Miss  Waring  loaned,  and 
which  she  found  in  Hew  Hampshire,  were  the  property 
of  a Salem  man  by  the  name  of  Eaton.  The  exhibition 
was  supplemented  by  pieces  of  furniture  marked  with  the 
original  stenciling  and  loaned  by  various  friends.  Miss 
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Waring  also  loaned  us  four  wall  panels  illustrating  a very 
prevalent  mode  of  decoration  before  the  use  of  wall  paper 
and  these  panels  were  made  from  original  stencils  which 
were  also  shown.  Miss  Waring’s  collection  was  supple- 
mented by  a collection  which  Mrs.  George  S.  Parker 
kindly  obtained  for  us  from  Peterborough.  This  is  only 
the  second  exhibition  of  this  kind  of  work  and  I hope  most 
of  you  saw  it. 

This  room  is  being  used  for  meetings  of  those  clubs 
which  specialize  in  some  particular  hobby.  The  Rush- 
light Club  met  here  last  winter.  We  are  expecting  this 
month  a meeting  of  the  Clock  Club,  and  at  some  future 
date-  the  Pewter  Collectors’  Club.  I have  also  extended 
an  invitation  to  the  Boston  Numismatic  Society,  which 
will  meet  here  some  time  next  fall.  We  will  be  glad  to 
extend  our  facilities  to  members  of  any  other  organiza- 
tions who  are  interested  in  our  exhibits. 

Speaking  of  coins,  Willis  H.  Ropes  has  given  a great 
deal  of  time  and  energy  this  past  winter  to  arranging  our 
collection,  which  is  now  in  excellent  order.  We  are  very 
much  indebted  to  him  for  his  interest  and  perseverance. 

From  Miss  Tapley  you  will  hear  in  detail  about  the 
library  and  our  publications.  We  are  publishing  the  last 
of  the  vital  records.  The  state  subsidy  was  withdrawn. 
We  had  committed  ourselves  to  quite  an  expense  and  it 
seemed  better  to  recover  part  of  it  rather  than  let  the 
manuscripts  lie  in  our  files. 

Last  July  the  directors  decided  to  send  the  Historical 
Collections  to  all  members.  This  also  increased  our  ex- 
penses somewhat,  but  it,  I hope,  is  increasing  the  interest 
of  the  members  in  what  we  are  doing,  and  I trust  may  be 
continued. 

Through  the  generosity  of  James  Duncan  Phillips  we 
are  publishing  the  Marblehead  town  records,  and  I am 
in  hopes  that  the  Institute  may  continue  this  valuable 
work  with  other  towns  and  societies. 

Our  manuscript  collection  is  growing  steadily  and  we 
have  had  some  important  additions.  I hope  that  before 
long  we  may  be  able  to  publish  a catalogue  of  our  collec- 
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tion  and  be  able  to  make  this  very  valuable  material  avail- 
able to  students. 

We  have  made  one  great  stride  towards  this  in  the  last 
two  months  and  the  work  is  continuing  for  at  least  another 
month.  Through  the  ability  and  interest  of  Mayor  Bates 
we  were  able  to  have  eleven  workers  assigned  to  us  on 
the  CWA  project,  who  are  opening  up  and  putting  in 
order  the  Custom  House  records  now  in  our  custody.  All 
of  these  records  were  practically  as  they  came  to  us,  tied 
up  in  bundles  and,  of  course,  hard  to  get  at.  These  have 
all  been  opened,  the  papers  put  chronologically  in  order 
and  boxed,  labelled  and  put  upon  shelves. 

In  addition  we  were  also  assigned  workers  to  enable 
Dr.  Frank  A.  Gardner  to  put  in  order  his  very  valuable 
information  on  the  citizens  of  Salem  who  took  part  in 
the  French  and  Indian  and  in  the  Revolutionary  wars. 
Dr.  Gardner  has  been  working  on  this  for  thirty  years, 
and  we  are  fortunate  to  be  able  to  have  him  put  his  exten- 
sive knowledge  in  condition  for  publication.  Only  part 
of  the  work  is  done,  about  25  per  cent,  I should  say,  but 
I am  in  hopes  that  it  may  be  continued  until  it  is  all  in 
order. 

Under  the  PWA  we  were  assigned  an  artist  who  has 
assisted  in  a catalogue  of  our  portraits.  The  first  install- 
ment of  this  catalogue  appears  in  the  current  number  of 
the  Historical  Collections  and  is  a valuable  document. 
It  is  being  published  through  the  generosity  of  Stephen 
W.  Phillips.  In  addition  to  writing  a description  of  the 
portraits  for  this  catalogue,  F.  Waldo  Murray,  the  artist 
in  question,  has  cleaned  and  varnished  a number  of  our 
pictures  and  the  thorough  overhauling  has  resulted  in  our 
finding  a number  of  very  interesting  pictures  which  had 
been  forgotten.  Mr.  IVlurray  has  also  copied  three  por- 
traits of  the  Orne  family,  now  owned  by  Robert  Salton- 
stall,  through  whose  courtesy  we  were  permitted  to  have 
these  copies  made.  I am  in  hopes  that  Mr.  Murray’s 
skill  may  be  used  in  further  copying. 

Two  young  artists  were  also  assigned,  who  are  produc- 
ing a miniature  historical  model.  Some  of  you  may  have 
seen  at  the  Concord  Antiquarian  House  a reproduction  of 
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the  Battle  of  Concord  Bridge.  It  occurred  to  me  that 
such  a reproduction  would  be  interesting  here,  and  these 
young  men  are  reproducing  the  famous  Leslie’s  retreat, 
based  on  the  picture  which  has  been  in  the  Institute  for 
some  time.  This  type  of  pictorial  representation  is  being 
used  a great  deal  in  the  big  museums  and  I think  a few 
added  here  in  Salem  will  Ix'  of  great  educational  value. 

Pursuant  to  a vote  of  the  board  of  directors  we  are 
completing  the  necessary  improvements  in  the  Pingree 
House,  such  as  restoring  the  old  stair  rail  and  taking  out 
modern  fireplaces  and  painting  and  papering  the  upper 
hall.  William  G.  Rantoul  is  giving  a great  deal  of  his 
time  to  seeing  that  the  restorations  are  as  they  should  be. 
Some  time  in  June  the  house  will  be  opened  again,  and 
Avith  the  addition  of  suitable  hangings  which  have  been 
loaned  or  donated,  I trust  it  will  please  you  all. 

We  had  an  interesting  and  successful  lecture  course 
this  winter.  This  course  had  been  outlined  by  Judge 
White,  and  after  his  death  was  taken  over  by  Rev.  Thomas 
H.  Billings,  and  due  credit  should  be  given  him  for  its 
successful  season.  The  lecture  course  follows:

Mar.  19.  Dr.  Claude  E.  Fuess,  of  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover,  “The  personality  of  Calvin  Coolidge.” 

Apr.  23.  President  Mary  E.  Woolley,  of  Mt.  Holyoke 
College,  “Present  Situation  at  Geneva.” 

There  has  only  been  one  change  on  our  staff,  due  to 
the  death  of  ^liss  Sweet.  I cannot  say  too  much  about 
the  interest  and  enthusiasm  with  which  everybody  has  co- 
operated to  keep  the  Institute  at  a high  level. 

Our  membership  this  year  is  as  follows:  Active  539, 
contributing  75,  sustaining  90,  life  96,  and  correspond- 
ing 1 ; total  membership,  801.  This  is  a reduction  of 
80  from  last  year.  I think,  on  the  whole,  we  have  been 
very  fortunate  in  retaining  so  many.  Another  indication 
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of  the  sustaining  interest  is  the  fact  that  the  visitors  to 
the  museum  this  year  gained  over  last  year.  To  be  sure 
the  gain  was  only  14,  being  13,837  for  this  year,  against 
13,823  last  year,  but  anything  in  the  nature  of  a gain 
should  not  be  overlooked  in  these  times. 

The  list  of  gifts  during  the  year  will  be  published  in 
the  annual  report.  It  is  too  long  to  read  now.  We  have 
received  a large  number  of  interesting  and  valuable  objects 
from  all  over  th'e  country,  which  have  been  duly  acknowl- 
edged. I wish,  however,  to  express  publicly  thanks  and 
appreciation  for  the  gifts  and  loans,  both  large  and  small.

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The  importance  of  the  Library  as  an  historical  refer- 
ence and  research  treasure  house  has  been  brought  most 
forcibly  to  our  attention  this  past  year.  We  have  been 
visited  by  probably  the  greatest  number  of  workers  along 
these  lines  in  our  history.  The  variety  of  their  interests 
'is  noteworthy.  At  the  risk  of  being  tiresome,  it  may  be 
significant  of  the  breadth  and  diversity  of  the  Library 
to  give  some  idea  of  the  subjects  involved. 

One  desires  information  on  American  shipping  to  the 
Mediterranean  before  1812 ; another  on  the  life  of  Lafay- 
ette; a physician  is  writing  of  the  devastating  epidemic 
of  throat  distemper  in  Essex  County,  1735-1740;  a stu- 
dent from  the  University  of  Edinburgh  asks  about  the 
business  of  the  Hancocks,  John  and  Thomas;  another 
from  New  Jersey  is  writing  of  the  relations  of  the  United 
States  government  with  the  American  Indians;  early 
Alormon  Temples  interests  one  young  man  from  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y. ; a member  of  a Roman  Catholic  brotherhood  asks 
for  access  to  witchcraft  manuscripts;  a staff  member  of 
the  New  York  Zoological  Society  is  seeking  whaling  data; 
a medical  student  is  obtaining  an  historical  background 
for  a sanitary  survey  of  Salem;  records  relating  to  the 
old  China  trade  are  sought  for  college  dissertations,  as 
are  the  subjects  of  shipbuilding  in  the  State  of  Maine, 
and  Salem  merchants  of  the  seventeenth  century,  together 
with  biographies  of  Celia  Thaxter,  Hugh  Peter,  William 
Oakes  and  Rev.  Joseph  Emerson. 

Others  have  come  to  us  for  New  England  diaries;  ser- 
mons before  1700;  for  costume  in  America;  examination 
of  old  seals  on  manuscripts;  ancient  fishing  methods  and 
markets;  impressment  for  debt  in  the  seventeenth  century; 
mid-nineteenth  century  domestic  architecture  of  the  ‘‘gin- 
gerbread” period;  early  American  horticulture;  maritime 
history  of  New  Hampshire;  and  material  on  early  Indian 
raids,  which  was  sought  by  a teacher  in  a Roman  Catholic 
sisterhood.

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There  seems  to  be  a revival  of  interest  in  the  lives 
and  works  of  Jones  and  Lydia  Very,  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury Salem  poets.  Two  writers  from  different  parts  of 
the  country  have  been  making  studies,  one  especially  con- 
cerning Jones  Very’s  philosophy  in  his  association  with 
Ralph  Waldo  Emerson.  A descendant  of  Noah  Webster 
has  been  preparing  a bibliography  of  her  distinguished 
ancestor.  From  a western  college  comes  an  inquiry  in 
regard  to  Thackeray’s  visit  to  America,  which  has  a local 
connection. 

It  seems  that  when  Thackeray  was  on  a lecture  tour  in 
this  country,  some  effort  was  made  by  a few  Salem  people 
to  have  him  give  a course  of  lectures  here.  The  distin- 
guished author  wrote  to  William  Wetmore  Story  that  he 
would  deliver  a course  in  Salem  for  $1,000.  Whereupon 
the  interested  group  inserted  a notice  in  the  Salem  Gazette 
in  December,  1855,  to  the  effect  that  the  necessary  amount 
must  be  subscribed  at  once  at  the  rate  of  $3  for  two  tickets 
or  $2  for  a single  seat,  if  the  great  man  were  to  appear. 
As  nothing  further  is  reported,  it  is  to  be  assumed  that 
the  sale  of  tickets  languished. 

The  history  and  educational  philosophy  of  early  Massa- 
chusetts Academies,  1760  to  1830,  was  a subject  upon 
which  our  manuscripts  could  give  much  appreciated  assis- 
tance. Hawthorne  is  a never-failing  source  of  interest  to 
writers,  and  his  theological,  philosophical  and  political 
outlook  has  appealed  to  a professor  in  Boston  University; 
also  a well-known  member  of  the  faculty  of  Yale  Uni- 
versity found  in  our  file  of  the  Salem  Advertiser,  which, 
by  the  way,  is  unique  in  this  country,  much  material  for 
a study  of  the  Great  Romancer;  and  there  have  been 
renewed  visits  from  Manning  Hawthorne  and  Henry  W. 
Longfellow  Dana,  great-grandson  and  grandson,  respec- 
tively, of  Hawthorne  and  Longfellow,  who  are  collabo- 
rating on  a new  book  on  certain  aspects  of  their  ancestors’ 
lives. 

We  have  had,  of  course,  the  usual  number  of  persons 
interested  in  the  Quaker  poet,  who  have  come  to  examine 
our  fine  Whittier  collection.  Among  new  Whittier  letters 
added  is  one  written  in  1881,  referring  to  the  part  he 
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had  in  assisting  Mr.  Mireck  with  the  “History  of  Haver- 
hill.” ]Mr.  Corning  has  recently  arranged  with  the  Hunt-  c 
ington  Library  in  California  for  photostats  of  380  Whit-  8 
tier  letters,  written  mainly  to  his  publishers,  Ticknor  and  " 
Fields. 

]\Iany  friends  have  been  generous  to  the  Library  the  - 
past  year.  Mr.  Matt  Bushnell  Jones  of  Boston  has  sent  ' 
us  a fine  collection  of  eighteenth  century  Americana, 
which  is  gi-eatly  appreciated.  Mr.  Stephen  Willard  Phil- 
lips is  sponsoring  the  work  of  publishing  a catalogue  of 
our  more  than  400  portraits,  covering  the  past  three  cen- 
turies, together  with  those  owned  by  the  Peabody  Museum 
and  those  exhibited  in  other  public  buildings  in  the  city. 
Mr.  William  Dismore  Chappie  has  contributed  toward  the 
purchase  of  some  valuable  manuscripts,  mainly  returns 
of  taxable  property  in  Hewburyport  during  the  middle  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  which  have  proved  useful  in  a 
study  of  manufactures  following  the  decline  of  the  ship- 
ping industry. 

One  of  our  most  important  acquisitions  is  a Bevolu- 
tionary  broadside  printed  in  Salem  by  Samuel  and  Eben- 
ezer  Hall  in  1774,  at  the  time  when  the  Provincial  Con- 
gress was  sitting  in  Salem.  We  were  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing this  at  a minimum  cost,  due  to  the  good  offices  of 
Mr.  Amos  E.  Jewett  of  Rowley.  Mr.  Jewett  has  also 
deposited  in  our  Library  a typed  copy  of  letters  and 
diaries  of  Leonard  W.  Noyes  of  Newburyport,  a Califor- 
nia pioneer,  which  is  a remarkable  collection  of  manu- 
scripts relating  to  the  activities  of  the  forty-niners,  and 
is  considered  the  best  California  material,  aside  from  the 
Sutter  papers,  that  has  ever  come  to  light.  In  exchange 
of  favors  with  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  of  Wor- 
cester, we  have  secured  five  photostats  of  the  broadsides 
of  Jonathan  Plummer,  the  Newburyport  eccentric,  mak- 
ing our  set  fairly  complete. 

Other  manuscripts  of  interest  and  value  received  are: 
a Revolutionary  orderly  book  kept  by  an  English  officer 
in  New  York  during  1778  and  1779;  Enos  Reynolds’ 
account,  as  an  eye-witness,  of  Gen.  Israel  Putnam  at  the 
Battle  of  Bunker  Hill;  records  of  the  Beverly  Social 
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Library;  ledgers  of  tbe  Salem  Gazette  and  Salem  Mer- 
cury, 1833-1850,  the  gift  of  Rev.  Henry  Wilder  Foote; 
and  the  usual  number  of  log  books  and  account  books, 
which  are  always  acceptable. 

We  have  added  quite  materially  to  our  China  and 
Marine  libraries.  Our  Haklu^i:  Society  set  has  been 
nearly  filled  out,  and  the  Haval  Chronicle  set  is  now  com- 
plete. Many  new  titles  have  been  added  to  our  Essex 
County  imprints,  and  we  prize  very  highly  the  two  vol- 
umes of  “The  Love  Letters  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne,” 
published  by  the  Dofob  Society  of  Chicago,  which  we 
have  coveted  for  years,  and  which  we  were  able  to  pick 
up  at  a very  reasonable  figure.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  these  letters  were  sold  by  Julian  Hawthorne  to  Mr. 
W.  K.  Bixby  of  St.  Louis,  who  sponsored  the  publication 
in  an  edition  of  only  sixty-two  copies. 

From  Mr.  Richard  Clarke  Manning  we  have  received 
many  books  and  manuscripts  which  are,  of  course,  most 
desirable  on  account  of  their  connection  with  the  Haw- 
thorne family.  There  are  letters  and  bills  concerning 
the  Salem  and  Lowell  Stage  business,  and  also  an  inter- 
esting collection  of  papers,  including  proprietors’  records, 
relating  to  Raymond,  Maine. 

The  number  on  our  regular  Library  staff  has  remained 
the  same  during  the  year.  Last  summer  we  lost  one  of 
our  associates  in  the  passing  of  Miss  Fannie  N.  Sweet, 
who  was  an  efficient  assistant,  and  who  bravely  struggled 
against  an  illness  of  several  years’  duration.  To  fill  the 
position  made  vacant,  we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  a trained  cataloguer.  Miss  Sylvia  Stuart, 
a graduate  of  Simmons  College  and  Library  School. 

! This  year  we  have  completed  a catalogue  of  books  on  the 
Civil  War,  and  are  now  giving  our  attention  to  our  large 
collection  of  juveniles,  of  which  we  have  nearly  4,000 
volumes. 

Several  unusually  large  collections  of  manuscripts  have 
been  received  the  past  year,  notably  the  Hale  papers, 
covering  the  activities  of  this  Newburyport  family  in  the 
eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries  in  shipping  and  other 
interests;  and  the  Little  papers,  also  from  a distinguished 
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ISTewburyport  family.  The  latter  is  the  most  important 
collection  of  family  papers  that  has  found  its  way  here 
for  a long  time.  Col.  ]\[oses  Little  and  his  son  Col. 
Josiah  Little  were  concerned  with  the  so-called  Pejepscot 
settlements  in  western  IMaine,  the  former  as  one  of  the 
proprietors  and  the  latter  as  agent,  from  about  1750  to 
the  first  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The  collec- 
tion comprises  proprietors’  records  and  valuable  plans  of 
the  townships,  with  hundreds  of  letters  and  bills  in  rela- 
tion thereto.  These  manuscripts  should  be  consulted  by 
anyone  preparing  a history  of  that  section  of  Blaine. 

During  the  past  year  hundreds  of  family  papers  have 
been  arranged  and  placed  in  manuscript  boxes,  and  in 
connection  with  our  account  books,  thousands  of  business 
papers  have  been  similarly  treated.  Our  very  large  col- 
lection of  Price  Currents  has  been  arranged  chronolog- 
ically and  is  now  available-  The  Pingree  papers  and 
account  books  have  been  another  valuable  accession.  This 
collection  consisted  of  eight  chests  relating  to  early  nine- 
teenth century  shipping,  and  later  railroad  and  other 
industrial  interests,  particularly  the  lumber  business. 
These  papers  also  have  been  arranged  in  boxes  and  are 
available  for  research  purposes. 

The  greatest  find  among  our  own  uncatalogued  manu- 
scripts has  been  one  of  the  deeds  by  which  Sir  Edmund 
Andros  conveyed  land  in  the  Colony  to  one  of  his  hench- 
men in  1687.  This  deed  is  elaborately  engrossed  on 
parchment  with  the  Andros  seal  appended  at  the  bottom. 
The  seal  is  three  inches  in  diameter  and  is  protected  by 
a metal  box.  It  is  in  a very  good  state  of  preservation 
and  is  believed  to  be  the  only  one  yet  discovered  in  this 
country. 

The  greater  part  of  the  last  summer  was  spent  in  sort- 
ing duplicate  newspapers,  and  as  a result  we  find  that 
we  have  hundreds  of  volumes  of  Salem  and  Boston  papers 
— several  very  good  runs — which  have  some  monetary 
value.  This  is  an  accumulation  of  a hundred  years  and 
it  gives  us  great  satisfaction  to  have  accomplished  at  last, 
with  much  strenuous  labor,  this  very  necessary  piece  of 
work. 
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To  all  members  of  the  staff  much  praise  should  be  given 
for  their  continued  devotion  to  the  work  of  the  Institute. 
That  so  much  has  been  accomplished  is  due  in  large  meas- 
ure to  their  co-operation  and  loyalty.  We  look  forward 
with  confidence  to  still  greater  achievements  in  the  year 
to  come.

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To  THE  Board  of  Directors 
Gentlemen: 

During  the  year  just  passed,  the  income  from  all 
sources  showed  a deficit  of  $2080.46.  We  have  pre- 
pared an  itemized  Budget,  which  gives  the  smallest 
amount  with  which  it  seems  possible  that  the  Institute 
can  get  along.  Your  Budget  Committee  is  sorry  to  reduce 
the  expenditures  to  this  extent,  but  unless  we  can  devise 
methods  of  raising  additional  funds,  even  with  these 
figures  there  will  be  a deficit  of  $2552  next  year. 

We  have  reduced  the  General  Corporation  expenses 
$100  to  $8100.  The  Building  and  Grounds  expenses 
have  had  to  be  increased  $1000  to  $7477,  because  our  big 
insurance  premiums  come  in  this  year.  Our  Library 
Expenses  less  the  amount  received  from  the  Special  Funds 
have  been  reduced  to  $3990.  The  Museum  expense  has 
been  left  at  $800.  For  IMuseum  Objects  a nominal  appro- 
priation of  $100  is  recommended.  The  Publication  De- 
partment has  a substantial  income  of  its  own  from  sales, 
etc.  This  year  its  net  debit  was  $836.  ISText  year,  for 
various  reasons  connected  with  receipts  from  the  Vital 
Records  and  similar  expenses  connected  therewith,  it  will 
probably  come  through  with  a debit  of  $265,  which  is 
recommended.  The  care  of  the  Ward  House  is  placed  at 
$700,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  Pingree  House  at  $595. 

We  began  the  year  1933  with  a balance  on  hand  of 
$1320,  of  which  $372.07  was  transferred -by  vote  of  May 
8th  to  the  Peirce-R^ichols  Fund,  leaving  a balance  of 
$948.78.  Deducting  this  from  our  deficit  leaves  a net 
deficit  in  our  cash  account  of  $1131.68.  In  other  words, 
unless  we  had  that  amount  of  cash  on  hand  we  should 
borrow  that  amount  of  money  from  the  bank.  Instead 
of  that,  we  are  to  all  intents  and  purposes  boiTOvdng  it 
from  our  Special  Restricted  Funds,  for  the  restricted 
funds  show  an  unexpended  balance  of  $4304.34,  from 
which  we  have  over-expended  for  other  special  funds 
(22) 
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$1703.11,  and  also  a net  deficit  for  the  year  of  $1131.68, 
so  we  have  actually  drawn  from  unexpended  balances  of 
special  funds  which  are  restricted  and  must  be  replaced, 
$2869.79,  and  even  from  this  source  we  only  have  a 
balance  left  a little  more  than  $100  in  excess  of  our 
balance  of  last  year,  and  on  May  1st  next  year,  if  no 
funds  are  raised,  we  shall  be  borrowing  $1100  from  the 
bank. 

It  is  years  since  the  Institute  has  accomplished  so 
much  with  so  little  money.  In  the  opinion  of  your  chair- 
man its  publications  and  library  work  are  the  most  impor- 
tant of  its  activities  and  those  which  are  most  likely  to 
bring  it  greater  national  repute,  and  consequently,  outside 
funds.  It  is  unfortunate  to  have  to  cut  down  the  appro- 
priations for  these  activities,  and  we  believe  an  effort 
should  be  made  to  increase  our  resources  this  coming  year. 
There  appear  to  be  four  ways  of  doing  this:  (1)  Some 
slight  increase  in  income  from  our  invested  funds;  (2) 
an  increase  in  membership  and  a request  to  members  to 
step  up  into  the  contributing  class;  (3)  a definite  appeal 
for  gifts,  as,  for  instance,  for  twenty-five  $100  a head 
underwriters;  and  (4)  some  definite  entertainment  or 
other  plan  for  the  raising  of  money. 

It  should  be  made  perfectly  clear  that  we  already  owe 
our  special  funds  $2869.79  which  should  be  repaid  now. 
Receipts  from  four  special  funds  are  overdrawn,  namely, 
the  Natural  Historv  Fund,  the  Museum  Objects  Fund, 
the  Codman  Vital  Records  Fund,  and  the  Probate  Records 
Account.  All  are  being  slightly  reduced  by  sales  or  other 
receipts,  but  it  will  take  at  least  twelve  years  to  clean  up 
the  Natural  History  Fund,  and  three  times  as  long  as 
that  to  wipe  out  the  Probate  Records  Account,  at  the 
present  rate  of  sales.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


Since  our  last  annual  meeting  the  Institute  has  run 
along  the  even  tenor  of  its  way  and  little  of  interest  has 
happened. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I announce  the  death  of 
Henry  Davis  Sleeper  on  September  23,  1934. 

He  was  made  a Life  Member  of  the  Institute  Sept.  6, 
1922;  Councillor  May  4,  1925,  and  Vice-President  May 
3,  1926,  until  his  death.  Mr.  Sleeper  was  a genius  in 
his  way,  his  love  and  appreciation  of  everything  beautiful 
was  intense,  and  the  advice  that  he  gave  to  the  Institute 
from  time  to  time,  particularly  after  the  Pingree  House 
was  acquired,  was  of  great  assistance. 

As  I stated  in  my  report  last  year  our  membership  is 
far  below  what  it  should  be.  I urge  again  that  every 
member  of  the  Institute,  present  or  absent,  propose  the 
names  of  possible  new  members ; either  life  members  who 
pay  $75.  without  any  further  dues;  sustaining  members 
who  pay  $10.  a year;  contributing  members  who  pay  $5. 
a year;  active  members  who  pay  $3.  a year;  and  cor- 
responding members  who  pay  nothing  but  who  add  dis- 
tinction to  our  membership.

During  the  year  18  members  have  died,  18  members 
have  withdrawn,  and  19  have  been  dropped  for  non- 
payment of  dues.  Two  transfers  have  been  made  from 
sustaining  to  contributing,  four  from  sustaining  to  active, 
two  from  contributing  to  active,  and  one  from  active  to 
sustaining.  Thirty-three  members  have  been  added  this 

0) 
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year,  and  37  members  last  year.  I fear  that  men  and 
women  living  in  Essex  County  do  not  appreciate  that  the 
Essex  Institute  serves  the  whole  County  and  is  knoivn 
not  only  here  but  in  foreign  lands.  We  ought  to  be  able 
to  reach  people  in  the  various  cities  and  towns  of  Essex 
County,  who  would  be  willing  to  pay  $3.  a year  for  the 
privilege  of  belonging  to  the  Institute.  How  can  this 
be  done? 

The  David  Pingree  House  wiU  be  opened  to  the  public 
tonight. 

As  I said  in  my  report  last  year,  in  the  middle  of  the 
last  century  individuals  as  well  as  architects  were  anxious 
to  improve  old  houses  by  modernizing  them.  The  Pin- 
gree House  was  no  exception  to  the  rule.  Three  hand- 
some old  carved  wooden  mantelpieces  were  taken  out  and 
replaced  by  ugly  marble  ones.  Fortunately  these  wooden 
mantelpieces  were  found  in  the  garret.  The  marble  man- 
telpieces were  taken  out  and  replaced  by  the  mantelpieces 
which  were  originally  there.  The  railing  and  balustrade 
on  the  staircase  was  replaced  by  a handsome  mahogany 
railing  and  balustrade  with  a very  elaborate  newel  post. 
Pieces  of  the  staircase  railing  and  balustrade  were  found 
in  the  attic,  and  tonight  you  will  see  the  staircase  as  it 
was  originally  designed  by  Mclntire. 

The  old  locks  upon  the  doors  were  mutilated  by  remov- 
ing the  brass  handles  of  the  period  in  which  the  house 
was  built,  and  we  have  replaced  these  handles,  as  well  as 
the  brass  locks  and  bolts  upon  the  doors.  The  fireplaces 
in  two  rooms  on  the  right  have  been  rebuilt  and  soap- 
stone jambs  have  replaced  the  modem  tiles.  Through 
the  generosity  of  Mr.  Stephen  W.  Phillips  the  hall  and 
two  parlors  were  painted  and  papered.  The  original 
front  door  disappeared  long  years  ago  and  this  has  been 
replaced  by  a copy  which  is  similar  to  one  in  the  rear  of 
the  house  which  apparently  was  there  when  the  house  was 
built. 

The  house  has  been  closed  of  late  for  the  reason  that 
many  people  who  saw  the  house  last  year  criticized  very 
severely  the  damage  that  had  been  done  in  it  and  did 
not  seem  able  to  foresee  that  when  these  damages  were 
rectified  the  house  would  be  as  fine  a house  of  this  type 
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as  exists.  A kind  friend,  whose  name  is  unknown  to  any- 
one, as  far  as  I know,  except  myself,  sent  me  a check  for 
four  thousand  dollars  to  expend  in  repairing  and  furnish- 
ing the  house. 

The  restoration  of  the  house  in  all  its  details  was  placed 
in  the  hands  of  William  G.  Rantoul,  the  architect,  who 
did  a perfect  job,  as  you  will  see  for  yourselves  when  you 
visit  the  house. 

Through  the  advice  and  assistance  of  Mrs.  William 
Fisher  Wharton,  who  has  had  great  experience  in  visiting 
Colonial  houses,  Mr.  Corning  and  I furnished  the  house 
in  a style  which  we  trust  will  commend  itself  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Institute.  One  room  is  furnished  with  Teak- 
wood  furniture.  I understand  that  Teakwood  originated 
in  India.  From  time  to  time  the  Chinese  imported  the 
wood,  and  furniture  such  as  you  will  see  in  the  back  par- 
lor was  carved  in  Canton.  American  merchants  brought 
home  in  their  ships  a great  deal  of  this  furniture.  In 
this  room  you  will  find  very  fine  specimens.  As  far  as 
I know,  a room  furnished  in  this  style  is  unique. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Irving  & Casson,  A.  II. 
Davenport  & Co.,  the  making  of  the  yellow  Damask  cur- 
tains for  the  rear  room  was  their  gift  to  the  Institute. 

The  finances  of  the  Institute  have  been  well  managed, 
as  you  will  see  from  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.  The 
Finance  Committee  and  the  Budget  Committee  are  untir- 
ing in  their  endeavor  to  reduce  expenses  so  that  we  can 
live  within  our  income,  but  under  existing  circumstances 
unless  we  curtail  our  work  in  such  a way  as  to  bo  of  great 
disadvantage  to  the  Institute  and  its  employees,  I am 
afraid  that  a deficit  is  inevitable  at  present.  I am  sorry 
to  say  that  the  deficit  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1935, 
is  large.  This  does  not  disturb  me  particularly,  but  I 
do  think  that  unless  conditions  improve  and  we  can 
increase  our  income  we  shall  have  to  cut  down  our  ex- 
penses, for  such  deficits  cannot  be  repeated  without  serious 
injury  to  our  finances. 

A Bill  is  now  pending  in  Congress  ‘‘To  provide  for 
the  preservation  of  historic  American  sites,  buildings, 
objects  and  antiquities  of  national  significance,”  which  I 
am  told  will  probably  become  a law  before  very  long.  It 
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is  very  interesting  to  read  this  Bill  and  to  see  how  much 
latitude  is  given  in  order  to  preserve  historic  monuments. 
Perhaps  something  can  he  done,  sooner  or  later,  through 
the  United  States  Government  to  restore  Derby  Wharf. 
I still  believe  that  the  restoration  of  Derby  Wharf  would 
be  a great  asset  to  the  City  of  Salem. 

I cannot  dwell  too  strongly  upon  the  fact  that  our  mem- 
bership must  be  increased.  As  I have  before  stated,  we 
depend  upon  the  members  of  the  Institute  to  suggest  new 
names  for  possible  membership.  We  must  carry  on  as 
in  the  past,  but  in  order  to  carry  on  we  need  the  support 
of  every  man  and  woman  in  Essex  County  who  is  able 
to  assist  us. 

William  Ceowninshield  Endicott. 
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Last  year  I told  you  about  the  various  projects  which 
we  are  putting  through  with  the  workers  of  the  P.  W.  A. 
and  the  E.  R.  A.  The  young  men,  under  the  former, 
had  completed  last  year  the  scene  of  Leslie’s  Retreat. 
This  year  they  have  completed  two  more  which  you  see 
around  you:  one  representing  the  Landing  of  Governor 
Winthrop  from  the  Arhella,  and  the  other,  the  Launching 
of  the  Essex.  These  Groups  are  both  interesting  and 
instructive,  and  are  very  popular  with  the  young  people. 
The  work  that  Dr.  Gardner  has  been  doing  on  the  Revo- 
lutionary Soldiers  and  Sailors  from  Salem,  and  also  the 
Soldiers  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars  has  been  con- 
tinued. In  addition,  we  are  transcribing  further  records 
of  the  Town  of  Salem;  making  an  Index  of  the  ISTames 
in  the  Salem  Ship  Registers,  and  also  making  an  index 
of  the  deeds  in  our  vaults.  One  of  the  most  important 
undertakings  is  a Catalog  of  our  Manuscripts,  which  will 
bring  to  the  knowledge  of  students,  a great  mass  of  valu- 
able data,  much  of  which  is  little  known.  It  is  slow 
work,  for  some  of  the  material  is  rather  poorly  arranged, 
but  in  the  end  will  be  very  valuable  to  all  students. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  new  chairman  of  the  Lec- 
ture Committee  three  Lectures  were  given  this  year. 
The  first  one,  which  was  illustrated,  on  Whaling,  was 
very  largely  attended,  and  was  a very  great  success.  Mr. 
Stephen  Decatur  lectured  on  The  Experiences  of  His 
Ancestor,  Tobias  Lear,  in  IVUroeco;  and  Mr.  Langdon 
Warner  spoke  on  his  experiences  in  China,  and  illustrated 
it  by  slides.  Last  week,  through  the  interest  of  Mrs. 
Henry  Lowell  Mason,  a Memorial  Concert  was  given  for 
Judge  White  by  the  Beverly  Farms  orchestra  — a most 
enjoyable  occasion. 

We  had  only  one  exhibition  this  year,  which  was  an 
exhibition  of  Wedding  Gowns.  Our  earliest  gown  was 
1719,  and  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  loans  of 
several  other  eighteenth  century  gowns  which  are  in  the 
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big  case  in  this  room.  In  tbe  nineteenth  century  every 
decade  was  represented,  as  were  the  decades  of  the  twen- 
tieth century,  the  latest  gown  being  that  of  Miss  Sally 
Ives,  who  was  married  in  1933.  The  exhibition  created 
a lot  of  interest. 

An  unknoAvn  donor  gave  us  $4,000.00  to  use  towards 
the  rehabilitation  and  decoration  of  the  Pingree  House. 
This  money  has  been  spent  almost  entirely  on  the  first 
floor  with  the  exception  of  that  necessary  to  pay  for  the 
stair  railing.  The  work  has  involved  a great  deal  of 
careful  thought,  and  we  are  very  much  indebted  to  Mrs. 
William  Wharton  of  Groton  for  her  interest  and  sugges- 
tions, and  also  to  ]\rr.  and  Mrs.  Endicott,  who  have  con- 
tributed money  and  ornaments  to  make  the  house  as  per- 
fect as  possible. 

As  usual,  during  the  past  year  we  have  had  a great 
number  of  visitors  and  students  from  all  parts  of  the 
Country,  some  to  consult  the  Museum,  as  in  the  instance 
of  the  identification  of  some  Revolutionary  graves  at 
Williamsburg,  which  was  made  possible  by  comparing 
the  buttons  found  with  the  military  buttons  in  our  collec- 
tion. The  Ravy  Department  is  writing  a History  of  the 
French  AVar,  and  they  have  found  much  valuable  material 
to  assist  them  in  our  manuscripts.  The  State  of  Maine 
is  making  a Survey  of  Manuscripts  of  the  State,  and  we 
have  been  able  to  assist  them  from  our  records.  Many 
others  l>ave  consulted  the  library. 

A full  list  of  the  benefactors  to  the  Institute  will  appear 
in  the  Annual  Report,  but  I will  cite  a few  of  the  out- 
standing things:  from  Mrs.  Clarence  C.  Williams  we 
received  the  fine  painting  of  the  Dutch  School  by  Honde- 
koeter  Avhich  hangs  in  this  room  over  the  front  fireplace; 
she  also  gave  us  some  furniture  for  the  Pingree  House, 
and  some  beautiful  Sevres  china  which  belonged  to 
Hapoleon  the  Third.  In  my  office  you  will  see  a pastel 
by  Fantin  LaTour  of  ]\rrs.  Elizabeth  Putnam  Peabody 
Rogers,  which  was  given  us  by  JMr.  Harold  Peabody. 
!Miss  Edith  K.  AA’^etmore  gave  us  an  unusual  costume — a 
small  boy’s  suit  which  dates  from  the  early  part  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  the  young  man,  John  Barton  by  name, 
having  been  born  in  1711. 
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By  purchase,  we  added  three  Rogers  Groups  which 
were  not  in  our  collection,  thus  still  keeping  in  the  lead 
in  the  variety  and  number  of  our  Groups. 

The  high  cost  of  printing  and  the  limited  number  to 
whom  our  publications  appeal  make  it  financially  diffi- 
cult to  publish  many  books.  We  have,  however,  issued 
two  books  both  of  which  appeared  originally  in  our  quar- 
terly magazine:  Early  Coastwise  and  Foreign  Shipping 
of  Salem  and  a small  book  entitled  Samuel  Mclntire  and 
the  Sandersons.  The  information  for  this  last  book  came 
from  a lot  of  manuscripts  that  were  given  to  us  by  Prof. 
Richard  C.  Manning.  We  have  continued  our  transcrip- 
tion of  the  Town  Records  of  Marblehead,  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips.  Mr.  Stephen 
W.  Phillips  has  made  possible  the  Catalog  of  our  Por- 
traits, which  should  be  a valuable  publication. 

On  the  left-hand  side  as  you  enter  the  main  building 
you  will  see  a Bronze  Tablet  which  has  been  erected  this 
year  as  a Memorial  to  several  people,  and  is  the  result  of 
a promise  made  at  the  time  of  the  campaign  of  the 
Preservation  and  Expansion  Fund. 

Under  the  careful  administration  of  ]\rr.  ITussey,  and 
through  his  generosity,  the  buildings  have  been  kept  in 
good  condition.  Economy  in  operating  the  heating  plant 
has  been  made  possible  by  installing  a stoker,  thereby 
doing  away  with  one  helper. 

Mr.  Ropes  has  continued  his  work  on  the  coins,  and 
through  exchange  of  duplicates  has  added  materially  to 
the  value  of  this  collection.  He  also  did  a very  valuable 
work  in  clearing  up  and  making  available  the  large  col- 
lection of  tools  of  various  trades  which  has  been  in  the 
cellar. 

Our  membership  this  year  amounts  to  780,  a loss  of 
31  members.  We  have  33  new  members,  18  members 
have  died,  17  have  withdrawn  and  19  have  been  dropped 
for  non-payment  of  dues.  As  times  have  improved,  one 
or  two  members  have  asked  to  be  reinstated,  and  I trust 
that  you  all  will  do  what  you  can  to  increase  our  mem- 
bership, which  is  vitally  necessary  to  continue  our  work. 

From  Miss  Tapley  you  will  hear  of  the  Library  and 
the  manuscripts. 
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I particularly  want  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness 
to  Mrs.  Henry  P.  Benson  and  her  Committee  whose 
enthusiastic  help  has  added  much  to  the  social  side  of 
these  meetings. 

I again  conclude  with  heartfelt  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation of  all  members  of  the  staff.

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Just  fifty  years  ago,  Mr.  William  P.  TJpliam,  Librarian 
of  tbe  Institute,  reported  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  as  fol- 
lows : ^‘My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  pressing  nec- 
essity of  more  room.  Almost  every  department  is  receiv- 
ing from  time  to  time  additions  of  more  or  less  magni- 
tude, and  all  are  crowded  to  overflowing;  there  is  scarcely 
a case  where  a proper  arrangement  of  volumes  or  pamph- 
lets can  be  made,  on  account  of  the  limited  space.  A 
portion  of  our  recent  donations  has  been  accommodated 
by  putting  up  temporary  shelves  in  the  ante-room  occu- 
pied by  the  historical  museum.  Others  are  piled  in  bulk 
on  the  gallery  floor,  making  them  nearly  inaccessible  for 
reference.  It  can  readily  be  seen  how  urgent  is  the  need 
of  greater  accommodations  and  additional  shelf  room.” 
That  was  in  1885,  and  as  a result  of  the  condition 
described,  in  two  years,  the  Daland  house,  our  present 
quarters,  was  purchased. 

Today  we  are  facing  the  same  problem.  But,  instead 
of  the  50,000  volumes  in  the  Library  of  1885,  we  now 
have  nearly  half  a million  books  and  pamphlets.  During 
the  past  year  again  it  has  become  necessary  on  account 
of  lack  of  sufficient  space  for  various  classifications,  to 
move  whole  collections.  Particularly,  the  Marine  Library 
has  become  so  crowded  that  additional  shelf-space  was 
required.  This  has  been  provided  by  transferring  the 
clock  collection  to  the  main  museum,  and  extending  the 
Marine  collection  into  the  former  clock  room.  Is  it  too 
much  to  hope  that  before  many  years,  we  shall  again  have 
larger  quarters  for  our  Library? 

The  marine  manuscripts  department  has  received  a 
welcome  increase  in  the  acquisition  of  the  papers  of 
Stone,  Silsbee  and  Pickman,  later  Silsbee,  Pickman  and 
Allen,  merchants  of  Salem  and  Boston,  which  have  been 
deposited  by  the  Harvard  Business  School.  This  tre- 
mendous collection,  added  to  the  log  books  and  shipping 
papers  of  the  late  Mr.  George  H.  Allen,  and  the  account 
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books  of  tbe  Stones,  long  in  our  possession,  gives  a com- 
plete picture  of  tlie  business  of  the  various  members  of 
this  old  firm  from  1817  to  1893.  The  company  owned 
its  own  fleet  and  exported  and  imported  valuable  mer- 
chandise, in  its  relations  with  the  Orient,  Calcutta  and 
South  America. 

The  present  summer  will  see  the  end  of  sorting  and 
weeding  out  our  great  collection  of  duplicate  newspapers. 
We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  the  co-operation  of  the 
Henry  E.  Huntington  Library  and  the  American  Anti- 
quarian Society  in  the  matter  of  exchange.  From  the 
former  we  have  received  photostatic  copies  of  380  letters 
written  by  Whittier  to  his  publisher,  James  T.  Fields  — 
a splendid  addition  to  our  working  collection  of  Whittier 
material.  The  American  Antiquarian  Society  has  been 
very  generous  in  turning  over  to  us  valuable  Essex  County 
manuscript  material.  They  have  also  contributed  several 
years  of  the  scarce  Essex  Journal  and  New  Hampshire 
Pachet,  published  in  Hewburyport  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  eighteenth  century.  These,  with  some  numbers  of 
the  year  1787,  which  were  deposited  by  the  Warblehead 
Historical  Society  several  years  ago,  very  nearly  complete 
our  file  of  this  early  newspaper. 

Our  Whittier  collection  has  been  enriched  further  by 
the  addition  of  seventy-five  photostats  of  letters  written 
to  Charles  Sumner  and  nineteen  written  to  James  Russell 
Lowell,  both  lots  acquired  by  purchase  from  tlie  Harvard 
Library.  Hr.  T.  Franklin  Currier  of  the  Wideuer 
Library,  whose  bibliography  of  Whittier  is  soon  to  be 
published,  has  made  use  of  our  collections  during  the 
past  year,  and  has  given  us  many  helpful  suggestions. 

Essex  County  had  an  important  part  in  the  gold  rush 
to  California  in  ’49,  and  many  who  went  around  the 
Horn  in  those  hectic  ‘‘get-rich-quick”  days  were  early  dis- 
illusioned. But  there  were  some  who  remained  to  grow 
up  with  San  Francisco,  and  Aewburyport  contributed  one 
such  individual  in  the  person  of  Leonard  W.  Noyes,  who 
had  the  good  sense  to  keep  a journal  of  those  times  and 
whose  relatives  were  wise  enough  to  keep  the  letters  that 
he  wrote  home.  Such  a combination  is  rare,  and  we  were 
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glad  to  acquire  by  purchase  at  a very  reasonable  cost  this 
valuable  source  material. 

Then,  too,  we  have  added  other  interesting  letters 
covering  this  period,  including  those  of  Capt.  Jonathan 
Batchelder  of  Beverly,  presented  by  Miss  Alice  S.  Batch- 
elder;  and  a copy  of  a log  of  a voyage  around  the  Horn, 
kept  by  another  Hewburyport  member  of  an  Essex  County 
company  of  California  pioneers,  and  presented  by  Mr. 
George  W.  Chamberlain  of  Malden. 

Among  many  new  broadsides  is  a hitherto  unknown 
example  by  that  Hewburyport  eccentric,  Jonathan  Plum- 
mer. It  is  entitled  ‘‘The  Awful  Malignant  Yellow  fever 
at  Philadelphia,  Yew  York  and  Norfolk  in  the  year 
1805.”  We  were  very  glad  to  add  this  to  our  Pliunmer 
collection,  which  is  the  largest  of  any  single  library;  as 
also  another  rare  broadside,  “The  Biography  of  Jason 
Fairbanks  and  Miss  Eliza  Pales,”  Dedham,  1801. 

Yewburyport  seems  to  have  been  especially  in  the  lime- 
light this  year,  as  one  of  the  most  important  accessions 
in  our  manuscript  department  comes  from  that  place  in 
the  purchase  of  the  Revolutionary  papers  of  Col.  Moses 
Little.  This  includes  not  only  letters  of  much  historical 
value,  but  the  Orderly  Book  which  he  kept  from  June  to 
October,  1776,  when,  as  Commander  of  the  12th  Regi- 
ment, under  ]\rajor-General  Greene,  he  was  ordered  to 
Yew  York  and  took  part  in  the  battles  of  Long  Island 
and  Harlem  Heights.  We  consider  these  Little  papers 
the  best  Revolutionary  War  material  that  has  come  to  us 
for  many  years. 

Perhaps  the  largest  single  collection  received  during 
the  past  year  and  one  which  we  have  lived  for  several 
years  in  expectation  of  obtaining,  is  the  business  corre- 
spondence of  George  Peabody,  London  banker  and  philan- 
thropist, and  native  of  Danvers.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr. 
Peabody  in  London  in  1869,  this  material  was  sent  to  the 
United  States  in  care  of  Robert  Singleton  Peabody,  a 
nephew  and  one  of  the  executors  of  the  estate.  It  had 
been  stored  in  Andover  for  more  than  sixty  years,  until 
a few  years  ago  when  Prof.  Warren  K.  Moorehead  of  the 
Peabody  Archaeological  Department  of  Phillips  Acad- 
emy, had  the  papers  brought  out  of  hiding  and  properly 
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arranged.  The  thousands  of  letters,  together  with  250 
or  more  account  books,  date  from  1830  to  1869,  covering 
Mr.  Peabody’s  entire  business  life  from  the  time  that  he 
left  Newburyport  to  engage  in  business  in  Georgetown, 
D.  C.,  and  Baltimore,  to  the  end  of  his  extraordinary 
career.  As  source  material  on  international  business  rela- 
tions during  the  period  covered,  it  no  doubt  is  unique  in 
this  country. 

We  are  frequently  asked  by  scholars  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  to  assist  in  bibliographical  work,  and  it 
is  with  profound  regret  that  on  account  of  our  small  staff, 
we  cannot  give  the  service  that  other  libraries  in  our 
class  are  performing.  Again,  we  are  handicapped  by 
having  so  many  books  uncatalogued  that  it  is  almost  hope- 
less to  be  certain  of  what  we  have  in  our  stack. 

We  are  glad  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the  Institute  to 
many  friends  outside  Essex  County  who  have  been  gen- 
erous in  their  donations  of  books  and  manuscripts,  espe- 
cially to  Mr.  Matt  B.  Jones  and  Mr.  Charles  H.  Taylor, 
both  of  Boston.  Mr.  Harry  E.  Webber  of  Salem  is  per- 
forming a most  useful  service  for  us  in  making  a card 
index  of  the  files  of  the  Salem  Evening  News,  from  its 
beginning  in  1880  to  date. 

To  the  loyal  and  hard-working  Library  staff  is  due 
much  of  the  credit  for  what  progress  has  been  made  the 
past  year.  That  such  a small  group  can  accomplish  so 
much  is  a cause  for  congratulation,  and  my  hearty  appre- 
ciation is  extended  to  all  of  them  for  their  co-operation.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Members  of  the  Essex  Institute: 

During  the  year  just  passed  the  Budget  Committee 
laid  out  a budget  of  $22,027.  The  expenses  of  the  Insti- 
tute exceeded  this  budget  by  about  $2800,  and  it  will  be 
remembered  that  the  Budget  Committee  of  last  year  passed 
a budget  slightly  larger  than  the  strictly  estimated  income, 
in  the  hope  that  the  income  would  slightly  improve.  The 
income  did  not  improve,  but  turned  out  to  be  $1035  less 
than  the  estimate.  These  three  items  — the  failure  of 
the  income  to  improve,  the  fact  that  the  income  fell  below 
even  the  estimate,  and  a deficit  of  $2800  over-expenditure 
against  the  budget  — have  resulted  in  a deficit  for  the 
year  of  $6387. 

You  will  remember  that  last  year  the  budget  was  re- 
duced materially  from  the  previous  year.  It  is  undoubt- 
edly necessary  to  make  a further  reduction  in  the  budget 
this  year.  The  present  financial  situation  does  not  offer 
any  probability  of  improvement  in  the  income.  Our  in- 
come has  probably  held  up  better  than  that  of  most  insti- 
tutions of  our  sort  which  have  a mixed  group  of  invest- 
ments, but  nevertheless,  it  has  been  seriously  curtailed. 
Reduced  interest  from  Savings  Banks  has  hurt.  The 
failure  or  reduction  of  dividends  on  securities  like  the 
General  Electric  and  the  Hew  York  Central  alone  have 
curtailed  our  income  more  than  $1000.  Many  other 
standard  securities  are  in  the  same  class,  and  anybody 
living  on  the  income  from  a well-invested  fund  fully 
realizes  exactly  what  the  curtailment  has  been  in  the  last 
four  3'-ears.  It  is  not  safe  to  estimate  that  the  income 
from  our  invested  unrestricted  funds  will  be  over  $15,000 
during  the  coming  year.  Other  unrestricted  income  will 
be  about  $2500.  Therefore,  the  total  income  of  the  Insti- 
tute will  not  exceed  $17,500  from  unrestricted  funds.

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It  is  well  nigh  impossible  to  bring  the  budget  within 
this  sum.  Last  year  we  cut  the  corporation  expense  to 
the  limit.  We  must  appropriate  the  same  this  year  — 
$8100  — which  includes  most  of  the  major  salaries  of  the 
Institute.  The  Buildings  and  Grounds  appropriation, 
through  the  very  efficient  activities  of  Mr.  Fred  Hussey, 
to  whom  the  Institute  is  greatly  indebted,  can  be  reduced 
this  year  from  $7600  to  $5200.  The  library  expenses 
will  have  to  be  reduced  about  $600  to  $4150.  The  Muse- 
um expenses  cannot  be  further  reduced. 

The  most  important  activity  of  the  Essex  Institute  and 
that  which  gives  it  its  standing  is  its  Publication  Depart- 
ment. We  regret  to  be  forced  to  curtail  here,  but  we  plan 
to  reduce  the  size  of  tAVO  of  our  quarterly  publications 
and  make  certain  very  definite  curtailments,  which  to- 
gether with  the  elimination  of  certain  non-recurrent  ex- 
penses Avould  reduce  the  expenditure  from  $6100  to 
$4400,  but  at  the  same  time  our  income  from  sales  of 
publications  will  bo  less,  so  we  shall  not  be  very  much 
better  off.  These  changes  will  require  an  appropriation 
from  unrestricted  funds,  in  addition  to  the  income  as- 
signed to  the  pnldication  department,  of  about  $1220. 

The  maintenance  of  the  Pingree  House  will  require  an 
expenditure  of  about  $450. 

Of  the  restricted  funds,  the  following  showed  credit 
balances  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  these  balances  cannot

The  net  result  of  the  year  is  a net  debit  balance  which 
we  carried  over  from  last  year  of  $1131.  The  net  deficit 
for  the  year  on  the  operating  accounts,  $6386.28,  and  a 
net  deficit  on  the  special  accounts  which  has  to  be  made 
up  from  unrestricted  income  is  $2700.19.  It  is  true  that 
we  have  credit  balances  in  the  unrestricted  funds  of 
$4878,  but  under  the  restrictions  these  credit  balances 
cannot  be  used  for  general  puqjoses  and  must  be  expended 
for  special  purposes  or  added  to  the  Funds. 

Me  hope,  of  course,  that  returning  pi*ospcrity,  if  the 
government  ever  stops  making  social  experiments,  may 
bring  back  a considerable  portion  of  our  income,  but  if 
not  we  are  faced  inevitably  l)y  one  of  two  alternatives. 
Either  we  must  raise  an  additional  three  or  four  thou- 
sand dollars  during  the  next  six  months,  or  we  must  cur- 
tail the  expenditures  of  the  Institute  in  a way  which  will 
really  hurt.  As  a matter  of  fact,  we  are  very  close  to  that 
margin  now.  We  ivant  special  gifts  toward  the  deficit 
of  the  Institute,  and  when  the  bills  for  annual  dues  go 
out  it  would  be  very  nice  if  every  member  would  add  to 
his  check  one  dollar  or  one  hundred  dollars.  We  want 
every  person  interested  in  maintaining  the  historic  tra- 
ditions of  Essex  County  as  a member  of  the  Institute. 
We  want  all  your  young  people  to  become  members. 
Make  them  members  and  teach  them  to  use  it. 
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A recent  issue  of  the  American  Historical  Review 
called  the  Essex  Institute  “the  most  famous  county  his- 
torical society  in  America.”  It  needs  and  deserves  your 
support.  Give  it  money,  give  some  right  now  and  don’t 
forget  to  leave  it  a handsome  bequest  in  your  will.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


Shortly  after  our  annual  meeting  last  year,  Mr.  James 
Duncan  Phillips  and  I took  drastic  measures  to  increase 
the  membership  of  the  Institute,  and  also  to  increase  our 
income.  Mr.  Phillips  was  instrumental  in  raising  $939, 
which  reduced  the  deficit  by  that  amount.  I myself  signed 
three  thousand  letters  appealing  to  men  and  women  in 
Salem  and  throughout  Essex  County  to  assist  us  in  our 
financial  difficulties.  I only  suceeded  in  obtaining  eleven 
Life  Members  at  $75  each,  which  amounted  to  $825.  This 
amount  according  to  the  rule  of  the  Treasurer’s  office,  is 
always  invested  and  becomes  a part  of  our  principal.  I 
also  raised  as  yearly  income  the  following:

During  the  past  year  24  members  have  died,  13  have 
withdrawn,  and  11  have  been  dropped  for  non-pa_vment  of 
dues.  There  have  been  8 transfers  from  one  class  to  an- 
other. I must  say  that  this  appeal  on  my  part  was  rather 
discouraging.  I do  not  believe  that  it  would  be  possible 
to  make  another  appeal  for  membership  at  present. 

(") 
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Our  financial  situation  is  a serious  one.  I have  no 
objection  to  small  deficits  from  time  to  time,  but  of  late 
years  we  have  been  piling  up  deficits,  which  means  that 
the  valuation  of  our  principal  is  reduced  and  our  income 
diminished.  I do  wish  that  some  of  you  members  here 
present  would  communicate  with  the  Budget  Committee, 
of  which  Mr.  Phillips  is  Chairman,  and  make  suggestions 
as  to  what  we  should  do.  There  are  two  things  we  can  do, 
first,  reduce  the  salaries,  which  are  not  excessive,  and 
second,  stop  publications  for  a year  or  perhaps  two  years. 
As  Members  of  the  Institute  receive  few  benefits,  there  has 
always  been  a very  strong  feeling  among  our  officers  that 
publications  should  go  on,  for  they  do  put  life  into  the 
Society  and  add  to  our  reputation  in  dealing  well  with 
historical  subjects.  Of  late  years  our  publications  have 
improved  very  much  and  are  a valuable  contribution  on 
historical  matters.  They  are  so  well  and  so  carefully 
edited  that  it  would  be  a distinct  loss  not  to  receive  the 
proceedings,  not  only  by  our  members,  but  by  historical 
societies  as  well.  I feel  really  rather  desperate  about  the 
seriousness  (as  above  stated)  of  our  financial  condition. 
The  officers  of  the  Society  need  all  the  help  and  suggestions 
that  the  members  of  the  Institute  can  possibly  give  us. 

Miss  Charlotte  Sanders  Nichols  died  July  12,  1935. 
At  her  death  the  Pierce  Nichols  House  became  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Institute  with  no  restrictions.  Now  many 
problems  have  to  be  faced  and  worked  out,  which  Mr. 
Stephen  Willard  Phillips  (the  executor  of  her  will)  is 
doing  well  and  patiently. 

By  another  year  we  shall  be  able  to  tell  you  in  detail 
what  has  been  done.  Her  will  was  dated  October  30, 
1934.  By  her  will  certain  bequests  were  made  to  the 
Institute  which  will  enable  us  to  furnish  certain  portions 
of  the  Mansion.  Besides  this  Nichols  furniture,  the 
Institute  can  deposit  a great  deal  of  valuable  and  hand- 
some furniture  of  the  period  of  the  House. 

With  Miss  Nichols’  death  the  old  Mansion  loses  a per- 
sonal touch  with  the  outside  world.  A lady  of  the  old 
school,  she  was  ever  the  gracious  hostess  and  created  an 
atmosphere  around  her  which  only  one  of  her  family

could  create.  The  Mansion  and  the  Nichols  Family 
seemed  inseparable. 

As  far  as  gifts  are  concerned,  last  year  has  been  a mem- 
orable one. 

Mrs.  John  Lawrence  of  Groton  presented  to  the  Insti- 
tute a marble  bust  of  her  aunt,  Martha  Endicott  Peabody, 
daughter  of  Francis  Peabody  and  Martha  Endicott  his 
wife,  which  was  made  in  Florence  in  1845  by  the  famous 
American  sculptor,  Hiram  Powers.  Miss  Peabody  (who 
afterwards  became  Mrs.  Richard  Denison  Rogers)  was 
eighteen  years  old  at  the  time  this  bust  was  made.  She 
was  famous  for  her  beauty  and  was  considered  one  of 
the  handsomest  women  of  her  time.  She  died  at  the  age 
of  forty. 

IMr.  Harold  Peabody  presented  to  the  Institute  a por- 
trait of  Martha  Endicott  Peabody,  afterguards  Mrs.  Rich- 
ard Denison  Rogers,  by  Richard  Morrell  Staigg  (1817- 
1887),  painted  after  her  death  in  1866,  probably  in  1867. 

Tonight  when  you  visit  the  Pingree  House,  I think  you 
will  find  it  much  changed.  The  westerly  bedroom  on  the 
second  floor  has  been  furnished  by  Francis  Shaw,  Jr.  and 
Miriam  Shaw,  in  memory  of  their  father,  Francis  Shaw 
(1854-1935),  with  furniture  chiefly  from  old  Salem  fami- 
lies, Derby,  Barstow  and  Rogers. 

Francis  Shaw  was  born  in  Boston  in  1854,  the  son 
of  Gardiner  Howland  Shaw  and  Cora  Lyman  his  wife. 
Mrs.  Shaw  was  the  daughter  of  Theodore  Lyman,  one  of 
the  best  known  men  of  his  time.  IMr.  Shaw  was  educated 
in  the  private  schools  of  Boston  and  in  Europe,  and  grad- 
uated at  Harvard  in  the  Class  of  ’75.  After  travelling 
around  the  world  he  settled  down  to  life  in  the  country, 
where  for  many  years  he  had  a famous  herd  of  registered 
Guernseys  and  where  he  ran  a farm  in  the  most  approved 
fashion.  His  interest  in  Salem  lay  in  the  fact  that  his 
wife,  Mary  Peabody  Sears  (daughter  of  Knyvet  Win- 
throp  Sears  and  Mary  Crowninshield  Peabody  his  wife) 
was  the  granddaughter  of  my  grandfather  George  Pea- 
body of  Salem,  who  lived  for  fifty-eight  years  at  29  Wash- 
ington Square,  the  present  Old  Men’s  Home.  Mrs.  Shaw 
always  came  to  Salem  for  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas, 
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and  had  a very  great  feeling  for  this  old  town,  which  she 
handed  down  to  her  husband,  who  seems  to  have  instilled 
the  same  feeling  in  his  children. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Shaw  was  a great  collector  of  fur- 
niture, china,  glass,  silver,  and  other  works  of  art.  His 
collection  was  well  known  among  collectors  throughout  the 
country.  At  his  death  his  collection  was  sent  to  New 
York  and  sold  at  the  American  Art  Gallery.  It  was  at 
that  time  that  his  children  withdrew  certain  pieces  as  a 
gift  to  the  Institute.  The  collection  is  a very  fine  one. 
Miss  Shaw  installed  the  furniture  and  paid  all  the  ex- 
penses of  installation.  Experts  from  all  over  the  country 
who  came  here  last  summer,  were  enthusiastic  over  the 
exhibition,  and  lam  sure  you  "will  be  equally  so. 

The  question  of  the  restoration  of  Derby  Wharf  as  a 
National  Park  is  still  unsettled,  but  I am  very  much  in 
hopes  that  shortly  work  will  begin  to  restore  the  Wharf 
as  far  as  possible  to  its  original  condition.  It  looks  as 
if  this  might  be  accomplished  before  very  long;  if  not, 
all  members  of  the  Institute  should  use  their  influence 
and  see  that  sooner  or  later  the  plan  is  carried  out. 

The  City  of  Salem  and  the  Essex  Institute  suffered  a 
great  loss  in  the  death  of  Josiah  Foster  Smith  on  Jan- 
uary 27th.  He  was  the  son  of  the  late  Edward  and  Mary 
(Perno)  Smith  and  was  born  in  Salem  on  July  18,  1860. 
Educated  in  the  Salem  Public  Schools,  he  early  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Naumkeag  Steam  Cotton  Company 
where,  by  his  industry  and  technical  knowledge,  he  rose 
to  the  position  of  manager  of  the  plant. 

Mr.  Smith  joined  the  Essex  Institute  in  1898  and  was 
profoundl}'  interested  in  its  work.  He  was  elected  a 
Councillor  in  1925,  and  also  appointed  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  in  both  of  which  positions  he  used  his  wide 
knowledge  for  the  interests  of  the  Institute.  His  loss  is 
deeply  felt  by  his  associates  on  the  Council,  to  whom  his 
genial  personality  endeared  him  and  his  ability  was  a 
source  of  inspiration. 

I wish  that  no  financial  shadows  were  running  over  us, 
and  I trust  that  in  years  to  come  our  income  will  increase. 
When  I see  how  the  finances  of  the  Institute  have  been 
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managed  I feel  we  are  far  better  off  than  most  institu- 
tions, and  I think  that  if  we  can  tide  over  a few  years, 
in  that  time  our  condition  will  be  greatly  improved.

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Last  year  I spoke  among  other  things  of  the  personnel 
working  for  us  under  the  ERA.  This  work  has  been 
continued  all  of  this  year  by  the  WPA  along  various 
lines.  Hr.  Gardner  and  his  sister  with  one  assistant  have 
been  putting  in  order  the  History  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors 
of  Salem  who  took  part  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars 
and  the  Revolutionary  War.  This  information  Dr.  Gard- 
ner had  assembled  over  a gTeat  number  of  years  and  I 
am  glad  to  report  that  this  work  is  pretty  nearly  com- 
pleted. It  will  be  invaluable  for  genealogists  and  patri- 
otic societies. 

We  started  last  year  a calendar  of  our  manuscripts.  It 
was  interrupted  for  a while  but  has  now  been  commenced 
again  and  i\Irs.  Duren  is  engaged  on  this  work,  as  a 
WPA  project.  There  is  a very  large  collection  of  valu- 
able manuscript  material  in  the  fireproof  wing,  deal- 
ing with  the  various  activities  of  the  community  from 
its  early  days,  and  nobody  knows  very  much  about  the 
details.  This  calendar  will  enable  a student  to  know 
approximately  where  he  must  go  to  find  the  information 
he  desires  and  I believe  that  such  a calendar  will  be  wel- 
comed by  historical  societies  and  used  by  students.  In 
this  connection  I want  particularly  to  acknowledge  the 
interest  of  Mrs.  Ralf  Emerson,  who  has  volunteered  to 
give  part  of  a day  each  week  to  this  calendar  of  manu- 
scripts. Knowing  her  trained  mind,  I have  given  her  one 
of  our  extensive  collections  to  put  in  order. 

We  are  also  continuing  to  copy  the  Salem  town  records 
and  have  now  reached  the  year  1766.  The  First  Church 
has  also  turned  over  to  us  its  early  records  and  these 
are  being  copied  also.  These  have  been  copied  to  1736. 
Both  of  these  records  have  obvious  historical  significance 
and  the  copies  being  made  will  make  the  information  more 
available  and  save  wear  and  tear  on  the  original  docu- 
ments. 

Another  group  are  putting  in  order  the  voluminous 
records  of  the  Salem  Custom  House  which  are  in  our 
(12) 
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custody,  and  still  another  group  are  indexing  all  the  un- 
recorded deeds  that  are  now  in  our  files.  We  have  lately 
commenced  copying  a number  of  volumes  of  Pickering 
correspondence  which  have  been  made  available  through 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  John  Pickering. 

As  you  can  imagine  from  the  above,  we  have  not  many 
spare  comers  where  somebody  is  not  at  work,  and  when 
one  considers  that  we  have  also  had  a number  of  people 
working  here  on  the  Guide  Book  to  the  towns  in  the 
county  there  has  been  plenty  for  the  personnel  to  do. 

In  addition  to  this  non-routine  work  I want  to  acknowl- 
edge the  work  done  by  Miss  Burrill  and  Miss  Patch  in 
cleaning  the  museum.  I never  heard  of  anybody  who 
liked  to  wash  dishes  and  scrub  shelves,  but  these  two 
washed  all  the  china  and  glass  in  the  cases  and  rearranged 
all  the  articles.  In  addition  they  housecleaned  the  three 
type  rooms  and  the  cases  in  the  main  museum  room.  In 
doing  this  a good  many  articles  which  were  duplicates 
of  those  already  on  exhibition  were  put  to  one  side  for 
reference  by  anybody  who  is  studying  that  particular  type 
of  object.  The  china  was  arranged  according  to  type 
and  makes  a much  better  appearance  than  before.  We 
have  already  had  compliments  from  visitors  from  out  of 
tovm  on  the  appearance  of  the  museum. 

We  have  had  three  exhibitions  this  year,  first  of  Bibles, 
which  of  course  was  timely,  as  it  was  the  occasion  of  the 
400th  anniversary  of  the  printing  of  the  first  Bible.  To 
our  own  large  collection  Mr.  John  Albree  of  Swampscott 
added  some  very  interesting  examples,  as  did  also  the 
First  Church.  Later  Mr.  Carol  Sargent  had  an  exhibi- 
tion of  Oriental  rugs  for  a week,  which  attracted  a great 
deal  of  interest  and  which  showed  a wide  variety  of  beau- 
tiful rugs.  Mr.  Sargent  himself  spoke  on  the  day  of  the 
opening,  describing  the  various  kinds  of  rugs,  and  on  the 
last  day  Mr.  Avigdor  spoke  most  understandingly.  Only 
two  weeks  ago  Ave  closed  an  exhibition  of  buttons.  The 
Emilio  Collection  of  military  buttons  is,  I believe,  the 
finest  in  the  country  and  very  well  known.  To  this  has 
been  added  in  recent  years  the  military  buttons  of  the 
World  War  from  all  the  nations  except  Italy.  The  great 
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bulk  of  the  exhibition,  however,  was  the  result  of  Mr. 
Willis  Ropes’  painstaking  care  in  mounting  the  unnum-  ■ 
bered  dress  buttons  which  have  accumulated  over  a num- 
ber of  years.  These  buttons  were  made  of  china,  glass, 
metal  and  wood,  and  covered  a period  from  colonial  days 
to  the  present  time. 

At  present  we  have  in  the  main  museum  an  exhibition 
of  dolls,  dolls’  dishes  and  furniture.  Speaking  of  the 
button  show,  I think  it  admirably  illustrates  the  resources 
of  the  Essex  Institute.  From  time  to  time  when  I am 
away  from  here  I have  the  question  put  to  me,  ‘‘Just  what 
is  the  Essex  Institute  ?”  And  of  course  the  name  does 
not  indicate  its  wide  interests.  I have  referred  earlier 
in  this  report  to  the  very  valuable  collection  of  manu-  ‘ 
scripts.  I think  the  information  in  some  of  the  family 
papers  contained  in  those  files  cannot  be  duplicated  any 
place  else  in  this  country;  but  I have  for  some  time  felt 
that  the  Essex  Institute  is  unique  in  that  in  its  possession 
is  a sample  of  about  everything  that  entered  into  the  life  of 
this  section  of  the  country  from  1630  to  the  present  time. 
There  are  other  collections  of  clocks,  furniture,  costumes, 
tools  and  other  things  you  may  think  of,  but  nowhere,  . 

so  far  as  I know,  are  all  the  aspects  of  life  as  it  occurred  ^ 

from  day  to  day  shown  as  they  are  here.  And  I think 
the  Essex  Institute  will  do  very  wisely  if  it  endeavors  \ 
to  round  out  these  aspects  of  living  and  make  them  avail- 
able to  students.  That  our  resources  are  already  known, 
of  course,  our  daily  mail  proves.  The  movie  people,  other  r 

museums,  and  countless  people  from  all  parts  of  the  coun-  ‘ 

try  and  from  Europe,  write  for  details  of  this  and  that.  t 

Many  of  the  objects  are  shown  in  cases,  but  we  are  fortu-  >* 

nate  to  have  fine  houses  of  different  periods  to  make  the 
picture  more  real,  the  Ward  house  of  1684,  the  Peirce- 
Nichols  house  of  1782,  and  the  Pingree  house  of  1804.  ' 

Some  day  we  should  cover  the  Victorian  period  also. 

We  already  have  a good  reference  library,  but  it  should 
be  as  outstanding  as  the  collection.  The  collection  of  , 

books  on  Chinese  people  has  been  one  of  the  leading  ones  ; 

on  the  subject  in  this  country.  This  activity  would  be 
an  additional  subject  of  leadership  and  would  keep  us  ;

away  from  competition  with  libraries  already  in  other 
fields.  It  would  also  he  within  the  financial  possibilities 
of  the  Institute. 

I hope  most  of  you  heard  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips 
when  he  talked  over  the  radio  through  the  generosity  of 
the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  an  unusually  able  sum- 
mary of  what  the  Essex  Institute  stands  for.  He  em- 
phasized this  universality  of  appeal. 

Mr.  Willis  Ropes,  in  addition  to  continuing  his  work 
on  the  coin  collection,  has  put  in  order  the  tools  and  im- 
plements as  well  as  the  buttons  already  mentioned.  I do 
not  know  what  we  would  do  without  him. 

The  attendance  last  year  was  practically  the  same  as 
the  year  before. 

I cannot  here  acknowledge  in  detail  the  many  gifts 
which  have  been  received.  The  list  will  be  published 
with  this  report,  but  I must  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  many  people  who  are  constantly  adding  to  the  collec- 
tions. 

I cannot  acknowledge  too  gratefully  the  co-operation 
and  interest  of  the  various  members  of  the  staff.

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Although  we  have  been  restricted  considerably  in  the 
funds  available  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  manuscripts 
for  the  Library  during  the  past  year,  we  have  been  sur- 
prisingly fortunate  in  acquiring  several  extremely  impor- 
tant and  valuable  items.  First  on  this  list  should  be 
mentioned  “A  Short  Catechism,”  by  the  Rev.  James 
Noyes  of  Newbury,  1714.  There  is  only  one  other  known 
copy  of  this  pamphlet  in  existence,  the  Brinley  copy,  now 
owned  by  Dr.  A.  W.  Rosenbach  of  Philadelphia.  Two 
rare  broadsides  have  been  added  this  year,  both  printed 
by  Ezekiel  Russell,  in  his  Salem  printing  office,  in  1776; 
one,  the  ‘‘Funeral  Elegy”  upon  the  death  of  Capt.  James 
Mugford  of  Marblehead,  which  differs  from  the  one  we 
already  own;  the  other,  “Good  News  for  America,”  April 
16,  1776,  an  account  of  the  success  of  the  Continental 
fleet  at  New  Providence  in  the  protection  of  Colonial  com- 
merce. It  is  almost  unbelievable  that  two  such  outstand- 
ing broadsides  should  come  to  us  within  one  month.  It 
makes  us  realize  anew  that  coincidences  are  the  order  of 
the  day  in  this  profession,  anything  being  in  the  realm 
of  possibility. 

The  Peabody  Institute  Library  of  Danvers  has  been 
generous  enough  to  donate  a large  collection  of  old  maga- 
zines which  were  taking  up  space  much  needed  for  cur- 
rent books.  These  have  been  found  to  be  of  great  value 
to  us  in  filling  gaps  in  our  files,  and  has  encouraged 
your  Librarian  to  suggest  to  public  libraries  of  Essex 
County  that  they  acquaint  us  whenever  they  are  forced 
to  discard  books  or  magazines,  rather  than  consign  them 
to  the  junk  dealer.  The  Stevens  Memorial  Library  of 
North  Andover,  the  library  of  Phillips  Academy,  And- 
over, and  the  Peabody  Institute  Library  of  Peabody  also 
have  answered  this  call.  There  is  rarely  a collection  of 
old  books  that  will  not  yield  something  of  interest  to  us. 

Our  Whittier  material  has  been  enriched  by  additions 
of  photostatic  copies  of  nineteen  letters  from  the  Tappan 
(16) 
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collection  at  the  Library  of  Congress;  letters  and  auto- 
graph poems  from  the  University  of  Rochester;  and  one 
letter  written  to  the  artist,  Edgar  Parker,  who  painted 
the  portrait  of  Whittier  that  now  hangs  in  the  Moses 
Brown  School  at  Providence,  R.  I.  We  also  have  ac- 
quired by  gift  ten  autograph  letters  written  by  Evelina 
Bray  Downey,  which  naturally  fit  nicely  into  this  collec- 
tion. 

On  exchange  with  the  American  Antiquarian  Society, 
we  have  added  several  issues  of  the  Essex  Transcript, 
printed  in  Amesbury  in  the  lylO’s,  more  nearly  complet- 
ing our  file  of  this  newspaper,  which  should  be  included 
in  any  Whittier  bibliography. 

Our  accessions  this  year  show  several  autograph  letters 
of  Gail  Hamilton  and  Harriet  Prescott  Spofford,  as  well 
as  a book  of  colored  sketches  by  Lydia  Very. 

Work  on  our  important  files  of  newspapers  is  progress- 
ing. As  writers  are  becoming  more  and  more  newspaper- 
conscious, the  demand  for  old  files  is  increasing  and  the 
value  of  such  contemporary  evidence  is  realized.  At  the 
present  time  we  are  listing  our  newspapers  for  a proposed 
‘‘Union  List  of  Newspapers,”  sponsored  by  the  Biblio- 
graphical Society  of  America,  by  means  of  which  it  will 
be  possible  to  know  what  issues  of  American  newspapers 
are  on  file  in  all  the  large  libraries  of  the  country.  This 
entails  more  work  than  our  small  staff  should  undertake, 
but  we  feel  that  the  Essex  Institute  must  be  represented 
in  this  important  enterprise. 

The  usual  number  of  account  books  of  early  Essex 
County  business,  especially  those  relating  to  shipping,  as 
well  as  several  good  log  books,  have  been  received.  Also 
from  an  old  Salem  law  office  we  have  secured  a mass  of 
material  relating  to  the  French  spoliation  claims.  From 
the  Baker  Library  of  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of 
Business  Administration  have  been  deposited  here  the 
books  and  papers  of  the  old  Salem  firm  of  Silsbee,  Pick- 
man  and  Allen. 

Scholars  have  come  to  us  throughout  the  year  upon  the 
widest  variety  of  subjects.  From  Harvard  and  New  York 
University,  for  the  Nathaniel  P,  Banks  papers;  a Boston 
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author,  for  our  juvenile  collections;  a New  York  clergy- 
man, for  eccleciastical  trials;  a Chicago  University  in- 
structor, for  English- Armenian  dictionaries;  a Yassar  in- 
structor, for  shipping  with  Mediterranean  ports;  a stu- 
dent from  Philadelphia,  for  material  for  a biography  of 
Elizabeth  Stuart  Phelps;  artists,  for  odd  New  England 
events  for  newspaper  syndicating  purposes;  a biographer 
from  Cleveland  for  material  relating  to  Mrs.  Nathaniel 
HaAvthorne  and  her  sisters;  a Phillips  Exeter  instructor, 
for  shipping  on  the  Squampscott  River;  a Shanghai  phy- 
sician, for  vessels  out  of  Salem  in  1839  and  a serious 
student  of  Chinese  affairs  from  Kentucky,  for  data  on 
the  “European  Opinion  of  China  and  the  Chinese  from 
1840-1876.”  The  sealing  industry  of  the  South  Seas, 
American  privateering,  Witchcraft,  Hawthorne,  Whittier, 
American  graphic  humor,  and  Pacific  Islands  voyages 
were  only  a few  of  the  demands.  With  this  rehearsal  of 
some  of  the  questions  put  to  our  Library  staff  throughout 
the  year,  and  answered  for  the  most  part  with  satisfac- 
tion, if  we  are  to  judge  by  the  letters  of  appreciation  we 
receive,  the  members  of  the  Institute  will  realize  that  it 
requires  just  such  a gi’oup  of  trained  assistants  as  we 
have,  familiar  with  the  whole  library,  to  meet  such  re- 
quirements. 

We  are  continuing  the  work  of  checking  our  early 
Americana  for  “Sibley’s  Harvard  Graduates,”  and  your 
Librarian,  as  time  permits,  is  arranging  a bibliography 
of  Newburyport  imprints  from  the  date  of  the  setting 
up  of  the  first  press  in  1773  to  the  year  1825. 

That  we  have  good  friends,  our  accession  books  show. 
From  the  estate  of  Harry  E.  Webber  we  have  received 
more  than  five  hundred  books;  the  William  G.  Webber 
Company  has  sent  us  a duplicate  bound  file  of  the  Salem 
Evening  News  from  1902  to  1933;  Mr.  James  E.  Whit- 
ney of  Newburyport  has  presented  us  a collection  of  books 
on  the  history  of  playing  cards;  Vice-President  Stephen 
Willard  Phillips  is  sponsoring  the  very  timely  catalogue 
of  portraits  in  our  gallery,  which  is  being  published  in 
our  Historical  Collections,  and  which  will  be  brought 
out  in  book  form  within  the  year;  Vice-Presidents  Law- 
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rence  Waters  Jenkins  and  John  Frederick  Hussey,  Mr. 
Matt  Bushnell  Jones,  and  many  others  have  continued 
their  interest.  Mr.  John  Albree  has  been  extremely  help- 
ful in  providing  information  in  connection  with  our  note- 
worthy exhibition  of  old  and  rare  Bibles  held  early  this 
year.  We  are  grateful  for  such  generosity  and  shall  strive 
to  merit  its  continuance.

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Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Last  year  your  Budget  Committee  reported  that  the 
previous  two  years  had  shown  an  accumulated  deficit  of 
$7,517.96,  and  that  the  budget  they  had  laid  out  would 
show  a deficit  of  $1,872  more,  and  they  volunteered  to  try 
to  raise  the  balance  by  an  appeal  to  members.  This 
appeal  brought  $939,  just  one-half  enough.  Our  Presi- 
dent made  an  energetic  appeal  for  new  members  and  in- 
creased our  membership  dues  about  $580.  This  would 
have  left  a deficit  of  only  some  $350,  but  there  was  a 
slight  further  shrinkage  in  income,  some  slight  over-ex- 
penditure above  the  budget,  and  a direct  expenditure  on 
the  Pingree  House  of  $2,900,  which  all  told  left  us  with 
the  rather  shocking  deficit  of  $4,632.00.  This  makes  a 
total  deficit  in  three  years  of  $12,150.  Your  budget  com- 
mittee is  entirely  unwilling  to  recommend  another  budget 
in  excess  of  our  income,  and  therefore  there  must  be  a 
reduction  of  expense,  and  the  report  to  be  laid  before 
the  new  Board  of  Trustees  wull  be  along  these  lines.  The 
budget  must  be  balanced.  Spending  your  principal  only 
further  reduces  your  income. 

The  object  of  the  Institute  is  the  collection  and  dis- 
semination of  historical  knowledge  about  Essex  County. 
Its  funds  were  given  for  that  purpose  and  it  must  work 
to  that  end.  Its  ends  are  attained  by  the  publication 
of  its  collections,  which  are  the  most  wonderful  mine  of 
information  which  any  county  can  present,  and  which 
gives  the  Institute  its  high  standing  among  scholars.  These 
ends  are  further  attained  by  its  library,  its  museums  and 
its  houses,  which  all  tend  to  increase  the  value  of  its  work, 
popularize  the  institution  and  attract  scholars  and  visitors. 

The  admissions  to  the  Pingree  and  the  Ward  houses 
have  contributed  some  income  and  will  bring  more,  but 
the  Institute  needs  more  support  from  its  members.  Every 
member  might  promote  himself  from  an  active  to  a con- 
tributing member,  and  find  some  friend  who  would  enjoy 
(20) 
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our  library  and  vast  collections  of  valuable  historical  data 
to  propose  for  membership.  When  you  send  your  dues 
add  $10  to  the  check,  or  ask  that  your  children  be  made 
members,  and  don’t  forget  to  remember  the  Institute  in 
your  will.  Most  of  the  other  charities  you  are  interested 
in,  and  certainly  all  their  beneficiaries,  will  be  dead  and 
gone  a hundred  years  hence,  but  the  Institute  will  still 
be  in  the  first  blush  of  youth. 

Last,  but  not  least,  use  the  Institute  and  find  out  about 
this  old  city.  Hardly  a person  in  this  room  knows  that 
the  Hirst  Massachusetts  Provincial  Congress  was  organ- 
ized and  John  Hancock  chosen  president  in  the  old  Salem 
Court  House  that  stood  at  the  head  of  the  tunnel.  Most 
people  don’t  know  who  their  great-grandfathers  were,  but 
the  Institute  know^s,  and  like  as  not  his  papers  are  filed 
away  in  the  fireproof  back  of  us  here.  There  are  more 
thrills,  more  exciting  tales  and  more  romance  packed  away 
in  that  old  vault  than  you  will  find  in  all  the  movies  in 
the  next  ten  years. 

This  may  seem  a far  cry  for  a budget  committee  report, 
but  if  I can  get  you  really  interested  in  Salem  history, 
checks  will  be  coming  in  a great  deal  faster  than  they 
are  just  now.
